“turned out an order of 81 grain 6MM bullets 
for Lou Palmisano to experiment with at 
300 meters at Fort Benning. | asked Walt 
his opinion of the bullets, and Walt told me 
that his preliminary tests showed the 
jackets were quite good, but he personally 
doubted that the standard PPC could drive 
them fast enough. Makes those two new 
PPCs even more interesting, huh? And, 
down in Austin, Texas (at 11803 Indian 
Head Drive, Austin, Texas 78753 to be 
exact) T.J. Jackson is reveling in ten cases 
of the short-lived 7MM BR configuration. . . 
the thinner walled version of the BR case 
. .. which should also be capable of driving 
those little 81 grain Berger rascals. 

Gunsmiths. Benchrest gunsmiths, 
specifically. Two emerging craftsmen, 
whose work is drawing favorable recog- 
nition from their peers . . . Clay Spencer, Rt. 
1, Box 546, Scottsville, Virginia 24590 
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(phone 804-293-4922), and John Ambler, 
2025 Cheshire Street, Fort Collins, Colo- 
rado 80526 (phone 303-226-5217). Each is 
doing some work for me at present. . . and 
each came well recommended, by indi- 
viduals whose opinions were not to be 
taken lightly. Top level craftsmen, who fuss 
and fret over their output, and who check 
and double check before they let their work 
out the door . . . are not found behind every 
rhododendron bush. 


LEFT THE RANGE 


DR. ALONZO H. GARCELON of 
Augusta, Maine passed away on No- 
vember 4, 1985 at age 72. President of 
the National Rifle Association at the time 
of his death, Doc (as he was known to 
all) was president of Precision Shooting, 
Inc., amodest post indeed for a man that 
was a friend, confidant, and adviser to 
governors, senators, and many of power 
and wealth. He was the first president of 
the IBS, and twice stepped in personally 
to rescue Precision Shooting magazine 
from failure. 

The editor frequently asked Doc why 
he did not give up his dentistry practice. 
Doc would just shrug, and say “‘It seems 
that the area is full of old timers that will 
only see me’’. Life itself was full of folks 
that would only believe something when 
Doc said it. 

The obituary is written in haste, and 
in sorrow, in the evening of November 
4th. The magazine you are reading owes 
an awful lot to Doc Garcelon. The 
shooters of the United States, and the 
citizens of Maine, in a larger, grander 
sense have lost one who always put his 
fellow man .. . before himself. 

Doc Garcelon has walked to the firing 
line for the last time. If you look in the dirt, 
there behind his bench. . . the footprints 
he left . . . are extremely large. It would 
be almost impossible . . . to fill them.

Hunting with Bob 
Fritz, the furthest chuck kill to date has been 
754 yards. 

Speaking of Lee Andrews, he is a new 
advertiser this issue, with a well made, 
tubular steel leg portable benchrest. Give 
your wife one for Christmas. 

Jim Greenawalt has been off on a bit of 
a tangent, testing bedding compounds and 
their resistance to the bore cleaning sol- 
vents we regularly use. Jim tells me that the 
only one that stands up well, in his testing, 
is the new Titanium Devcon, which says on 
the label ‘‘chemicals resistant.”

To tell you the truth, I'll be darned if | know 
what I’m doing answering my own inquiry, 
but one of the letters of inquiry that | sent 
out came back with a post office notation 
to the effect that the person addressed had 
moved, and in the absence of the nameless 
one whose wisdom was sought, I'll reply 
myself. 

| will explain to the uninitiated a fact well 
known through benchrest circles . .. .the 
editor is a mechanical dumbkoff. The only 
bases that | have for writing this reply is the 
fact that so many of the benchrest shooters, 
who know so much more than yours truly, 
have spent hours in the frustrating task of 
trying to teach the editor some basic facts, 
and have thus created a supply of wisdom 
.... that | can pass along to those who do 
not have dozens of advisers. (And thank 
heaven for all of them . . . . may their tribe 
increase .... and I’m sure that | will need 
all of you again in 1986.) 

We'll start off with powder measures. 
New shooters to the game are frequently 
thrown off stride by the fact that many 
top-level shooters have only a vague idea 
of what the actual grains weight of their 
powder charge might be. Instead the 
comment ‘‘fifty and a half clicks on the 
Culver of H 322” is freely exchanged. 
Likewise the comment .... “I’ve gone up

a Click’”’ draws no uncomprehending stares 
.... everyone knows what the reference 
point is. The original Culver conversion of 
the Lyman 55 powder measure is available 
through both R.W. Hart and Son, and 
Permian Shooters Supply. There are 
however, periods when they are out of 
stock .... because Homer went off deer 
hunting, or whatever. The Neil Jones model, 
which has virtually interchangeable click 
settings with the Culver, has a lot of fans 

. some of them think that the latest 
version, the Micro-Measure, is the ultimate 
measure. The older Jones adoption of the 
Lyman 55 measure is still a right handy 
device, and has served many shooters well 
over the years. As this is written, Fred 
Sinclair is marketing a new measure, and 
while the editor has not had a chance to 
examine one in detail, still the Sinclair shop 
has a fine reputation for the value in the 
accuracy accessories turned out there, and 
it’s probably a good bet to be widely ac- 
cepted. The Seely Masker conversions of 
Saeco and RCBS measures also have 
those swear by them. And the Redding 
powder measure, with micrometer settings, 
is certainly a low cost way to throw accurate 
charges, particularly when modified by the 
Rick Hornbeck conversions as described in 
the September issue. 

On to neck sizers. The Custom Products 
neck-sizer, with interchangeable buttons 
for various sizes, got us started on the right 
track, and many shooters today see no 
need to look further. Get yourself a good 
selection of various size buttons, and you’re 
ready for whatever might come up. The L.E. 
Wilson die, built along similar ideas, likewise 
has its followers, and nothing shoddy has 
ever gotten out the doors of that shop. 
Seely Masker used the Lyman tong-tool to 
handle the Jones buttons, and many like 
that principle. Many custom benchrest 
gunsmiths will make a to-the-gun fitted die, 
available with their chambering job. Many

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shooters however, probably the majority, 
prefer to be able to change neck tension, 
as their theories of the moment dictate, by 
the use of interchangeable button inserts. 
And it makes a lot of sense. 
Next comes bullet seating dies. Everyone 
. or just about everyone .... in the 
game uses straight-line bullet seaters. And 
the standard for a couple of decades has 
been the Wilson seater. Ideas come and go, 
but the Wilson seater survives change, and 
survives the years. Bart Wieder, at B&W 
Gunworks, makes a heck of a fine bullet 
seater. And many custom benchrest 
gunsmiths will provide, with a barrel 
chamber order, a straight-line seater cut 
with the same chambering tool as used in 
the re-barreling. They're all good. 

For primer seating, most use the small 
tools that are hand-held, and which enable 
the user to ‘‘feel’’ the primer to the proper 
seating depth. Custom Products offers a 
fine one, and Bob Pease sells a bunch of 
them each year. Wally Hart has a really 
great one, sort of expensive, but you pay 
more for a Cadillac. Fred Sinclair has a 
hand-held primer tool. One will see RCBS, 
Lachmiller, and others on shooters re- 
loading benches. The one thing that eve- 
ryone agrees on .... you've got to have 
some ‘‘feel’’ for when the primer hits bottom 

. at which point you’ve got to stop 
pressing. 

Many sources turn out primer pocket 
cleaners. Whitetail Design turns out a 
version, using carbide cutters, that squares 
the primer pocket, as well as cleans. The 
Sinclair outfit also feels this is important, 
and markets tools to accomplish the same 
objective. 

If you’re shooting the PPC, you will need 
a small-size flash-hole de-burrer. Seely

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Masker and Wally Hart each offer tools that 
even the Editor can use. They are suffi- 
ciently inexpensive that there is no excuse 
for not having one. 

Everyone agrees that you've got to have 
a cleaning rod guide .... to keep from 
scrubbing the lands and grooves right out 
of the barrel. Most custom gunsmiths offer 
them, including Seely Masker, Fred Sinclair, 
and Wally Hart. Clarence Hammonds offers 
one, made out of fiberglass, with a 
neophrene ‘‘O”’ ring to keep the solvent out 
of the chamber. Actually, as Al Davidson 
remarked in an earlier issue, any bore guide, 
if it’s big enough to let a bore brush through, 
is TOO DARNED BIG. . . . and bore guides 
still have a long way to go. There’s a lot of 
room for improvement in this area. And 
sooner or later, hopefully sooner, someone 
is going to come out with a rod guide that 
does what it is really supposed to do.... 
protect the throat and first few inches of 
bore from cleaning rod wear. All our present 
rod-guides do help somewhat . . . . but not 
enough. 

If, like most shooters, you shoot a ‘“‘tight 
neck’’ cartridge case, you will have to turn 
the cartridge neck. Even if you don’t have 
a tight neck chamber, it’s probably still a 
good idea to turn the neck, to clear up brass 
irregularities. One of the pioneer tools in this 
area is the Marquart, still available today. 
More deluxe, and correspondingly more 
expensive tools, using micrometer settings, 
are available from CPS, Wally Hart, and 
Seely Masker, as well as Fred Sinclair. 
Many advance shooters with access to a 
lathe, use their lathe exclusively, with 
home-made cutting tools. All agree that it

is a real stinker of a chore to bring a lathe 
to a rifle match however. 

We will not venture here into the selection 
of components for the loaded round. New 
shooters will find, in our pages, a number 
of advertisers that can supply just about 
anything they might need for the accuracy 
game. These shops are invariably run by 
individuals with long experience in the 
accuracy field, and a phone call to most of 
them, starting off with. . . . ‘‘l’mnew to this, 
and | need some advice. . . .” willinvariably 
bring you capable guidance. 

The ease with which an experienced 
benchrest shooter re-loads . . . . to exacting 
requirements .... is a wonder to the new 
shooter. A mistake frequently made by a 
new shooter is to go to an actual rifle match, 
and ask a multitude of questions during the 
match itself. It’s not the greatest of ideas. 
If the fellow you are bugging is right up there 
with the leaders, he’s probably as jumpy as 
a cat on a hot tin roof. If he’s down near the 
bottom of the list, he’s probably ready to 
strangle someone (you??). And if he’s in the 
middle of the pack, he’s probably running 
ten theories a minute through the old gray 
matter. The new shooter can do no better 
than to see if he can’t meet an experienced 
benchrest shooter on his practice range 
sometime. There the fellow is not up in the 
air from competitive strain, and has a bit of 
time to allow someone to look over his 
shoulder, and to offer a bit of guidance 
when the new shooter drags out his 
spanking brand new equipment. And if the 
new shooter has the forsight to bring a 
cooler with him, and after the shooting is

Dear Dave, 

| guess that the first item to start with is 
the bullets. That one at least is easy; I'd get 
a supply of bullets from my brother, Allie 
Euber, in Orwell, Vermont. I’ve always used 
them, not so much because Allie is my 
brother, but rather because | have seen 
them set records ranging from single group 
to aggregates, when fired by a wide range 
of different barrels, and by different 
shooters. | myself am using flat-base bullets 
these days, but Allie also makes boat-tail 
bullets; you take your pick. While Euber 
bullets are my choice, | am very much aware

that there may be a dozen bullet makers 
turning out bullets today that are making a 
superior grade bullet that is capable of 
winning the Nationals at any chosen time. 

Primers is an area where | would do some 
testing, | do believe. Federal 205 match 
primers are used by most of the shooters, 
myself included. | think that if | were buying 
a good sized supply of primers, | would buy 
a few others as well, and then settle down 
to do some testing. 

Powder is an area that is pretty well 
defined these days .... for the PPC, 
anyway. Just about everyone is using either 
H 322, T 322, or Norma 201... . witha few 
individuals holding out for 4895 powder. 
While 4895 is a very consistent powder, 
most shooters who are using it are filling the 
case .... and | prefer not to use a com- 
pressed load. 

When we start putting the loaded round 
together, one starts thinking in terms of 
neck sizers and bullet-seaters. There is a 
goodly range to choose from, and most are 
quite good. | have a personal idiosyncrasy 
in this area. . . . | tend to select tools made 
of steel, and not aluminum. Over the years 
| have not purchased anythng that was 
marked “‘L.E. Wilson’ that was not top 
rate. 

For priming tools, | started with a Lee 
Loader, then went to the Lee Auto Primer. 
Today | am using an RCBS priming tool, 
which | find quite satisfactory. 

In powder measures, there are a few 
good ones to choose from. When | got 
started in benchrest, a Culver adoption of 
the Lyman 55 was very much the one to 
buy. When | had enough money saved, 
there just were not any available. | found 
that Neil Jones (Custom Products) made 
one similar; | bought one, and have been 
quite happy with it. | would buy another one 
today. The ‘‘number of clicks”’ on the Culver 
measure is heard much more commonly 
from benchrest shooters than is the actual 
weight of the powder. The Jones measure 
and the Culver measure have inter- 
changeable settings .... 50 clicks on a 
Culver, or 50 clicks on a Jones | have found 
to be identical. 

Finally you need a good bore guide, to 
keep the cleaning rod from rubbing away 
the land and grooves of your barrel. John 
Brown from Virginia made the one that | am 
using today.

Dear Dave, 

In regards to your letter on loading 
equipment, | have one question before | 
start. ‘Somehow, you came up with 50 new 
PPC cases’’. Where did | get them?? | need 
more badly!! (Editor: realize that this was 
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written in May; PPC cases are now avai- 
lable.) 

Now for the loading equipment | will buy: 
As | shoot 6mm my first item will be a 
“Jarrett” neck expander, it works great. 
Next, a ‘‘Jarrett’”’ neck turning tool, this is 
made very similar to other tools on the 
market, but has a large radius ground on 
bottom of the cutter. This reduces the 
chance of accidentally cutting into the 
neck-shoulder junction of the case. A primer 
hole deburring tool, the only one | ever 
owned was a ‘‘Hart’’ and it worked fine, so 
| will get another one. For my sizing die, | 
want a custom one by Kenny Jarrett. He 
does all my gun work and will make this die 
with same reamer that he uses on my 
chambers and machine it so that while 
sizing | get a one to two thousanth set back 
on the shoulder. This custom die uses 
standard Jones buttons for the neck. | prime 
the cases with ‘‘Federal’’ 205 m’s using a 
“Lee” priming tool, charge them with Du 
Pont 4198, using a ‘‘Lyman Culver’ powder 
measure with a 6” “‘Jarrett’’ drop tube. I'll 
buy a thousand ‘‘Watson’’ 68 grain bullets 
and a Wilson seater to seat them. A few 
other items that I'll need are a ‘RCBS’”’ 
primer pocket cleaner, RCBS handle and 
6mm brushes for inside neck cleaning. 

A little further comment on two of the 
above items, powder, and bullets: | use Du 
Pont 4198 because. for me it seems to be 
the most consistant in all temperature and 
humidity variations. I’m anew shooter, less 
than two years, and started using it be- 
cause it was what the winners were using 
and have never regreted it. In competition 
I've never used any other bullets but 
‘Watson’. I’ve never had any problems at 
all with them and shooting in the Southeast 
Region like | do, they sure are easy to 
obtain. All of the above are in my opinion, 
the best available for me. Like Hunter on 
TV says, “it works for me’’!

Another thought that crossed 
my mind was what new gadgets can | get 
after the necessities are replaced. 

One more consideration to your question 
was: Did the fire destroy both loading bench 
and shooting box equipment? Since both 
types of equipment are necessary I'll as- 
sume all was lost. 

First will be the loading bench equipment: 
Loading press: RCBS Rock Chucker or 
Bonanza CO-AX. Both are good presses, 
the Rock Chucker is a bit less cumbersome. 
Full length die: Redding. !’ve tried some 
other brands and feel the Redding just does 
a better job of sizing. 

Powder scale: Any scale without a 
dampening feature. The Redding #1 fits 
this description but | don’t know if it’s still 
available.

to fit my full length die. I'd like to find out 
if Sako would just make the brass in a 6mm 
configuration. It’s easy to neck down. 
Neck turner: Hart Deluxe or Sinclair De- 
luxe. I’ve had a Pindell for years and 
wouldn't consider a replacement without 
some means to measure cutter infeed. 
Case trimmer: Wilson. The case holder 
arrangement is by far the most inherently 
accurate. No need to worry about brass 
chips getting into a collet affecting length or 
squareness. 

Deburring tool: | would suppose any of 
them are OK. | use a Wilson and it’s very 
satisfactory. 

Micrometer: Mitutoyo 1” in 10ths. Used 
for setting neck turner. Measure over 
loaded diameter. It’s easier and cuts 
measuring error in half over a ball mike. 
Dial caliper: Mitutoyo 6”, .100” per rev-

The following list of tools is what | would 
consider essential for the loading box: 
Bullet seater: Wilson or Hart. | don’t know 
of any unacceptable straight line type. 
Neck sizer: Wilson with correct size 
bushing for minimum sizing and one extra 
bushing .001” smaller. 

Priming tool: I’m currently using a Sim- 
mons but have had good success with the 
old Lee. Any of the tools from the custom 
makers should be fine. 

Powder measure: Since money shouldn’t 
be a problem, (remember all the junk you 
were reimbursed for but won’t replace), the 
new Jones. It will measure any powder well. 
Arbor press: Any of those on the custom 
market should work fine. 

Miscellaneous: Brownell 25 pc. Magna 
Tip Screwdriver Set (includes allen type 
wrenches), plastic tip hammer (preferably 
with replaceable nylon tips), loading block, 
nylon case neck brush, and primer pocket 
cleaner. 

That should pretty much take care of the 
tools. My choice of components certainly 
won't reveal any secrets. Berger bullets, 
T322 powder, and Federal 205M primers. 

That fact that | am specific as to the 
manufacturer of some of these items 
doesn’t necessarily mean that | feel they are 
in any way superior to any other brand, it’s 
just that I’ve had personal experience with 
them and find them to be of excellent 
quality. 

| believe I’ve covered everything. Won’t 
be the least bit surprised if some important 
items were left out since | seem to be able 
to do that when going to a match. 

Thanks for the opportunity to express my 
views.

Dear Dave, 

| dug your inquiry letter out, and re-read 
it after | returned from the Super Shoot. Odd 
.... your talking about a hypothetical 
example where my loading room has a fire, 
and | lose all my equipment ....odd.... 
because after the Super Shoot | was 
thinking of torching off all my equipment. 
The only thing that kept me from doing just 
that was a feeling that when | ignited the pile 
.... | Owed it to the shooting world to be 
sitting on top of said pile, arms crossed, legs 
crossed, and a look of passive indifference 
on my face as the flames’ rose around me, 
inscrutable to the end. (Editor: Tony, have 
you been watching those old ‘‘Joan of Arc’’ 
re-runs again?). Well, here goes, in any 
event. 

After | inspected the cases, | would 
expand them to 6 MM. To do this, | would 
have my favorite gunsmith make me a long, 
tapered button that fits a standard full 
length die. | would buy a Hart deluxe neck 
turner from that gunsmith, the main reason 
being that | like the micrometer adjustment. 
While | was in the shop, | would add a primer 
pocket depth reamer, and an internal flash 
hole de-burring tool as well. | trim all of my 
cases with a Forster tool, so | would have 
to pick up one of these. Next an R.C.B.S. 
Rockchucker press, and a set of con- 
ventional 6 PPC dies. A good set of Allen 
wrenches is also needed. 

My choice of powder measures is un- 
usual, and | have to say it’s personal 
preference only. | like a Neil Jones body, and 
a Culver insert. | could also live with a 
Redding BR 3, or a Masker-Saeco. Given 
my complete choice, I’d opt for the Culver 
insert in a Jones body. The Culver insert is 
what | started with, and the Jones body is 
marked improvement over the old Lyman 
55. 

You say my powder supply is gone also? 
Well, | guess | have to beat the bushes for 
some more Norma 201. And when | think 
about it, I'll have to get some H 322 for a 
finicky heavy varmint rifle that will shoot 
nothing else but. On the subject of bullets, 
I’m going to take a diplomatic ‘‘pass’’. 
There are several bullet makers, turning out 
bullets in the 65 to 70 grain range, whose 
products | would cheerfully shoot, without 
feeling handicapped in the least. Indeed, if 
there is one area that the benchrest world 
has for a strength, it’s the bullet making

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area. We may have at least a dozen makers 
able to turn out a product capable of 
winning a Nationals on any give day. 

To prime the cases, I’d buy a Lee auto 
prime. | like the speed, and the tray that lets 
you do the deed without touching the 
primers. In my case, the primers whould be 
Winchester, if for no better reason than | like 
to be at least a little different. | use a Lyman 
310 tool converted by Paul Kempfer to do 
my sizing, because it’s so darn convenient. 
When | get my replacement tool, I’d get a 
supply of different sized buttons as well. 
The various different sizes can come in 
handy. 

Wally Hart does a great deal of my work, 
and | would order one of his bullet seaters. 
They can have a tractor-trailer, followed 
shortly by a tank, run over them, and they 
will still look as good as the day that they 
left the Hart shop. Furthermore, being 
stainless steel, they will not rust. 

| wouldn’t know where to look to find 
another Ferguson cartridge spinner, but I'd 
sure give it a try. | use it to check to see if 
my dies are seating straight, and to make 
certain that the sizing die is not bending the 
neck at all. | think it’s important to check all 
my dies from time to time. 

I’'llneed an arbor press to seat the bullets, 
so while | was running around downtown 
Nescopeck, I’d buy another Hart arbor 
press, with the spring return. The way a 
Hart arbor press is built, though, | doubt a 
fire would harm it. Probably ten minutes 
with steel wool and a light oil would have 
it good as new. 

The little stuff like the case neck brush 
and the primer pocket cleaner would come 
from Hart as well. (What can | say? I’m a 
closet Hart freak). 

In closing, let me say that the benchrest 
world is fortunate, in the field of loading 
accessories, to have the selection that it 
does. In just about every sub-section of 
loading equipment, the talent is two- 
three-four deep. For the new shooter .... 
read the various opinions. If you see the 


same name three-four-five times .... it’s 
pretty good bet that... .if you buyit.... 
and use it properly. . . . youcan’t go wrong.

This has been an extremely hectic 
summer and then you tell me my loading 
room went up in smoke. 

OK, my replacement cost insurance 
check is in my hot little hands. | have 
rounded up catalogs from Hart, Masker, 
Sinclair and Jones. A telephone call to Seely 
and the following are ordered: 

A.) Masker full length sizing die; as Seely 
builds all my rifles, he knows what | need. 

B.) Masker seating die. Maximum run- 
out of my loading rounds from his dies is 
always under .001 usually less than .0006. 

C.) Hart Deluxe neck turning tool with 
Seelys mandrel that goes with his expander 
die. | have found | can remove the mandrel 
from the neck turner, expand my cases, put 
the mandrel back and my necks will turn at 
.0092 with no adjusting. | do fire form my 
cases using Bullseye and wax using Seely’s 
method that was written up in P.S. 

D.) Seely’s modified Lyman tong tool 
with Jones sizing buttons. 

From Hart: The Deluxe Arbor press. | 
wanted one for quite a while but my old 


press was serviceable just couldn’t quite 
justify it. 

From Sinclair: Now the list starts getting 
longer, as Fred has so many of the little 
items one just can’t do without. 

A.) Long Dewey Cleaning rods and 
carrying case. 

B.) White-Tail prep tool for primer 
pockets.

| am a firm believer in going top-shelf on 
my tools even if | have to wait to buy some 
of them. In the long run, I feel | end up saving 
money as | am not buying the same tool 
twice. The above should put me in good 
shape to do my loading. | just hope | don’t 
ever have to do it. After reading your little 
scenerio, | got chills up and down my spine. 

Off to another subject. You and | had a 
telecon about a project Walt Berger, Walt 
Niemi (a practical combat shooter) and 
myself have embarked on. Walt Niemi is a 
salesman for Hewlett Packard, peddling 
computerized digitial signal analyzers 
(Fourier analyzer). Hewlett Packard (thru 
the back door actually) has placed at his 
(Walt Niemi) disposal enough equipment 
and personnel so that we can do some very 
scientific modal analysis of barrel vibra- 
tions. Walt Berger has furnished the bar- 
rels. The plan is to test the barrels, and ship 
them back to Walt Berger. He will then have 
them cryogenically frozen and ship them 
back to be tested again. Walt feels freezing 
the barrels in this manner will stress relieve 
them. If it does, it should very definitely 
show in vibration testing. Mr. Berger in- 
cluded among the barrels one that Lowell 
Frei had that did not shoot well. Lowell has 
kept targets that were shot from this barrel 
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and will re-install and shoot it after testing 
and treating. | don’t thnk this type of hard 
scientific testing has ever been done by any 
of our major arms manufacturers and tends 
to be a very sore point with me. Down the 
line, we would like to test a barrel before and 
after treating with Pyro Dux. And later | will 
send my Hall Rail gun out to do this type 
of testing during actual firing. It will be 
interesting to compare the way a barrel not 
on a rifle vibrates and how it vibrates during 
firing. Hopefully, this type of testing will lead 
us further down the path to finding out what 
makes a good barrel and what doesn’t. | 
think benchrest shooters have contributed 
greatly to the shooting sports in the past 
and will continue to do so in the future, but 
the major companies do not show any 
obvious desire to pursue good solid sci- 
entific test methods to improve what they 
manufacture. At least, if they do, nothing is 
made public. Se we continue, thru much 
trial and error, mudding along. Enough of 
the Soap Box!

| am not exactly one hundred per cent 
certain that | am the best fellow to ask this 
question of. | am not a PPC shooter, | shoot 
wildcats all the way. And | make just about 
all my reloading equipment. If a small fire 
wiped out my reloading equipment, one 
thing is certain . . . . | would be burning the 
midnight oil for a while. But, if | had to buy 
everything, this is the way that | would be 
inclined, in the various areas: 
Bullets - | would buy Berger, Bruno, or 
Euber. | have tried all three, and found them 
excellent. 
Primers - Federal 205 benchrest primers 
would be my choice. 
Powder - H 322 or T 322 would be my 
choice, and | would have to hope that it was 
as good as the lot | have now. 
Sizer and bullet seater - | would go with 
Wilson on both of these. 
Priming tool - | would try to come up with 
an old style Lee priming tool in this category. 
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Powder measure - | would select a Culver 
measure. The measure that | made for my 
own use is like the Culver, except that mine 
is graduated in increments of one thou- 
sandths. 


| don’t have much input on this reloading 
question, but if you ever ask one where 
there are not any PPC cases, and you must 
come up with a 6MM case for Super Shoot 
sporter class, don’t forget me.

Dear Dave: 

Sorry it took this long to answer your 
letter but it has been a busy summer. Well, 
the ‘‘fire’’ is out and | am going to replace 
my reloading equipment. The most difficult 
thing to replace is the Norma 201. | don’t 
know why it is so scarce around here but 
about once a year | hear that someone’s 
third cousin by marriage just smuggled 
some out of Nepal by Yak caravan and if 
you want a case just second mortgage your 
house. Unfortunately | am hooked on 201. 
| have never tried anything else and 
probably never will if | can get 201. | am 
convinced that it is the most consistent and 
clean burning powder available for the PPC 
round. 

After the powder has been replaced |

would get some Federal 205M primers and 
Allie Eubers 68 grain boat tail bullets. The 
Federal primers seem very consistent and 
Allie’s bullets don’t seem to care what kind 
of air they are passing through. 

After these items have been replaced | 
would get to the permanent items. | would 
replace the Bonanza Co-Ax press on the 
bench and the Huntington compact press 
that travels to the range with me. The 
Bonanza press is the best | have seen as 
far as design, and the Huntington is small 
and light. It appears to be able to do ev- 
erything the bigger presses can do. 

| would then call Seely and ask him to 
make a new seating die with the same 
reamer he used on the chamber as well as 
anew Lyman nut cracker adapted to handle 
the PPC case. 

The next call would be to Fred Sinclair for 
his neck turner, primer seater and some 
chamber plugs. In my opinion this is the best 
equipment available. 

Since the Saeco/Masker converted 
powder measure is scarce | would probably 
go to a Lyman/Culver conversion. | think 
that most powder measures will meter out 
an accurate charge so the primary con- 
sideration should be the ease of selecting 
the desired amount of powder. 

| will always double check the amount of 
powder dispensed by the measure with an 
RCBS-Ohaus 10/10 scale, for the money | 
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don’t think you can beat the accuracy and 
dependability of this scale. 

The case length trimmer | have always 
used is a Forster-Appelt and | have never 
had a problem with this piece of equipment 
although there may be others available | am 
not familiar with. 

Next items to be replaced would be the 
assorted gadgets that are always cluttering 
up the tool box such as the Mitutoyo dial 
calipers and .0001 micrometer. Al David- 
son’s attachment for the calipers that is 
invaluable for accurately measuring seating 
depth: His bullet puller comes in handy also. 
For cleaning and uniforming primer pockets 
the little primer pocket tool from Whitetail 
Design & Engineering is perfect. 

| think | replaced all the important items 
except for the picture of Seely that | used 
to keep over the bench for inspiration. The 
insurance company was willing to pay for 
my other losses but when | tried to explain 
to the agent that this also was a great loss 
| had to give him oxygen. 

| hope this information will be of some use 
for a new shooter who is wondering what 
type of equipment to buy. | would strongly 
suggest that cheap substitutes end up 
being more expensive in the long run be- 
cause you will eventually replace them. 

P.S. Do not replace Seely’s picture with 
a substitute, wait until you can afford the 
real thing. 
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Dear Dave, 

The following account of an investigative, 
scientific endeavor was rejected by ‘‘The 
Journal of Trivia, Opscurata and Negative 
Results.” |, for one, cannot understand 
why, for clearly it meets all their stated 
objectives. Nonetheless, | thought it best to 
be candid with you. (I also understand you 
may be one of their editors; what choice 
have |?) 

In a brief communique to you in the past 
| indicated that | was not a bench rest 
shooter; that remains strictly true. | have, 
however, shot two bench rest matches 
since that time and further, have sprung for 
a life membership in the NBRSA. (That in 
itself may tell you something, but | don’t 
care to consider what). Be that as it may, 
| have flung myself (or, more correctly, 
dollars) into this accuracy game with gusto 
and abandon. My wife threatens the latter. 

Having acquired a Swing rifle and trav- 
eled with the Olympic Club and Merrill 
Martin to Ireland and England this summer, 
| had my baptism of fire in long-range, 
big-bore shooting. Fred Sinclair built me a 
1000 yard (belly variety) gun on bench-rest 
principals. This, of course, included a tight 
chamber and a tighter neck, which, in turn, 
required a whole darn bunch of neck turning 
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BILL HAYDEN, M.D. 


on my part. The neck turning for Sinclair's 
6PPC was child’s play compared to a 
necked-down .338 .... a 30-338. 

You guys, bench resters that is, don’t 
know what case preparation is until you try 
to put together 100-120 prepared cases, all 
which will hopefully bear some resemblance 
one to another. You don’t load ’em on the 
range; you show up with the whole show 
ready to go. 

Having spent a fair time, quite pleased 
with a .45ACP that | could get to shoot 
under two inches at 50 yards, in that 
shooting game of yesteryear, NRA three- 
gun 2700’s, I’ve now been bent about by 
the last several years’ of Precision 
Shooting. | won’t trace the path from being 
a reasonable pistol shot to an incompetent 
rifle shot .... it’s much too painful, and 
besides, the beer is getting warm. 

Suffice it to say that | am awash in brass 
and assorted measuring devices to effec- 
tively sort them out. Which brings me to the 
point of this missile . . . . how best to bring 
order to this chaos. For purposes of brevity 
and perhaps appropriateness, | will, in the 
main, attempt to confine my story to 
measuring PPC brass. 

In the beginning (I like the sound of that 
phrase) | attempted to exploit redundancy 
by purchasing 100 220 Russian Sako 
cases, for | was given to understand they 
were good. And indeed, by comparison to 
almost anything else, they are indeed. So, 
attempting to substitute accuracy of con- 
struction (in so far as | could, knowing from 
pistol shooting that one can’t), | plunged 
ahead anyway. If you can’t get what you 
want, take what you can get. . . .apaternal 
Welch aphorism | am sure. 

Reasoning that case preparation should 
precede case selection, | carried out the 
prescribed incantations. Fire forming con- 
comitant with breaking in a new barrel (a 
procedure designed by the idle rich) that 
took me weeks. Having acquired the ac- 
coutrements of the undertaking .... 
(Sinclair, Jones, Wilson, Pease, Davidson 
.... all have wonderful men’s toys), | then 
set about refining this pursuit of the holy 
Grail. | cleaned flash holes and set them to 
a uniform depth; | prepared primmer 
pockets; | trimmed cases and turned necks, 
all the while measuring everything and 
recording it for god knows what. 

At some point, have manipulated that 
brass in every way anyone had recom- 
mended in P.S., | thought it had come time 
to select the chosen few. Employing an 
electronic scale (an Ohous accurate to .001 
gram) | weighed and segregated. What a 
feeling of satisfactions when the weight 
variation was so small as compared to 


American brass! Yet... . was this it? Was 
| there? 

The first small doubts insinuated them- 
selves into my already boggled mind when 
| attempted to measure body-wall thickness 
with the Allen tool. They were NOT uniform, 
or so my measuring attempts would tell me. 
Measuring error, inexperience, the fumbling 
of someone better suited to a scalpel than 
real precision instruments, | told myself. 

Faint heart .... plunge ahead. Off to 
Visalia last year. Great folks. No one 
laughed and my groups got smaller each 
day. My schedule is such that my next 
bench-rest match was a year late, last 
month. A tease, just enough tight groups to 
keep me going and enough loose ones to 
reflect my tyro status. By a process of 
elimination, | ended up with 15 pieces of 
brass that, from time to time, shot well. But 
what of the remainder? Of no value? When 
these wore out, in 1999 at my current 
shooting rate, what would | do? And what 
of all the other calibers | promised not to 
mention? 

Surely the cutting edge of technology 
would permit us a process less cumber- 
some than the current one. . . . quaint, but 
darn inefficient. My friends were more 
impressed with my piano playing than my 
piles of shaved and unshaved brass .... 
and | don’t play the piano. 

At the last Visalia match, Stu Harvey 
impressed me with his measuring widgit 
and, after twisting his arm, sold it to me. It 
was Stu who told me of the wonders, the 
powers (exaggerations mine) of the Internal 
Concentricity Comparator. This is not new. 
Col. Rick Hornbeck wrote about it in P.S. 
last year, and more recently Stu mentioned 
it in a letter to you. 

My dear Editor, | have acquired such an 
instrument and have compiled such a pile 
(poor choice of words) data in the last few 
days that I’ve entered it all into my com- 
puter. It is the results of this surge of data 
accumulations that prompts this letter to 
you. 

As you, any most of your readers know, 
this device purports to measure case wall 
thickness. Probably wisely no one says 
how, but | had to know. Long ago and far 
away (another catchy phrase) | made a 
respectable living as an electronic engineer 
working at the then Cape Canaveral. That 
is not unlike stating that one was once in 
“transportation” when they manufactured 
buggy whips. Despite the antiquity of my 
technical knowledge, | had the termerity to 
call up the inventor and manufacturer and 
asked him how it worked, for indeed, it did 
work! 

| believe | do understand how it works, 
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but be advised | may have it a bit wrong. 
The heart of the instrument is a Hartley 
oscillator. While they were built with vac- 
uum tubes once, now they are all solid state 

. transistors | think people call them. 
(Shockley at Stanford got a Noble Prize for 
this concept; when | was on the medical 
faculty at Stanford | met him. | didn’t un- 
derstand him then either.) 

Back to Vern Juenke’s invention, the 
1.C.C. (The Accuracy Den, 25 Bitterbrush 
Road, Reno, Nevada 89523 702-345-0225) 
Vern has constructed it in such a way that 
a case or a bullet rides close to a window. 
The proximity of this mass influences, or 
changes the “‘Q”’ of the coil and conse- 
quently, the AC output. Given that any 
batch of brass or bullets are made ofi- 
dentical or very similar materials, the 
density is a constant as is the geometry. 
Therefore, the variable is the thickness of 
the material that influences the ‘‘Q’’ of the 
coil, i.e. metal thickness guage. 

While measurements can be made, it is 
really intended to compare brass or bullets 
for variation in wall thickness. It reads in 
deviation units. Those of you who MUST 
know what those deviations units really are 
can find out, but for our purposes, it need 
not be ascertained. 

The above was the smart part; the rest 
is really the clever part, for Vern made 
available a motor drive. One drops the piece 
of brass in, lets it rotate by motor drive 
slowly, and just reads the meter. If you are 
a real nut, it can be hooked up to a graphic 
recorder. That may or may not be overkill. 
| wrote down the numbers and then entered 
them into the computer. The motor dirve is 
not overkill; | recommend it. 

So what? What does a varying ‘‘Q’”’ tell 
you that you really want to know? Variation 
in case wall thickness, that’s what, and with 
great ease and accuracy. Again, confining 
myself to the easy case (pun intended), | 
looked at Sako brass. | measured the 
deviation units for every case, the range in 
which they fell and finally, weighed them all 
again. Keep in mind, these pieces of brass 
are as mechanically uniform as | can make 
them. Further, keep in mind that a thinner 
piece of brass may have the same deviation 
in case wall thickness as a thicker piece of 
brass; it will measure on a different portion 
of the scale, but with the same degree of 
deviation. 

Having acquired this tome of data, | did 
the next smartest thing (to waiting for some 
one else to do all this and tell me about it); 
| entered it all in my dandy IBM-PC. Once 
there, one can massage the data back- 
wards and forewords and sideways .... 
and | did. 

The results: First, and unfortunately, 
weight has absolutely no positive predictive 
value whatsoever. It is true, in retrospect, 
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if one looks at a collection of cases that are 
very similar, the standard deviation of the 
brass weight is less than those with marked 
variation in case wall thickness. Yes, it’s 
true, fellow shooters; not all Sako brass is 
uniform. But the majority is. 

Those pieces of brass with a wall vari- 
ation of less than ‘'X’’ are not the same as 
a similar variation range, but with thicker 
case walls .... ‘‘res ipsa loquitor’’ (the 
thing speaks for itself. . . . doctors know all 
about that in malpractice cases). 

Of 98 cases in a given deviation range of 
10 to 20 units, there were 12 cases that had 
deviations of less than six. Regardless of 
deviation range, there were 22 cases that 
had a deviation of less than 4. For allranges, 
there were 11 cases having deviation units 
greater than ten and there were five cases 
that had deviation units of 20 or greater 
irrespective of range. 

How did my select brass pan out? Pretty 
well. All ranged between 3 and 4 units 
deviation with one, two-unit variations... . 
for my front 15; however, in my back five, 
| had two sour apples with wide deviations. 

Any correlation to weight? Essentially 
none. No matter how | graphed it or cross 
correlated it, total brass weight correlated 
with nothing obvious. 

So, what's it all about. Alphie? If the ICC 
is accurate, and | think it is, it provides a 
rapid and easy way to segregate brass into 
batches of minimal case wall variation, but 
of different case wall thicknesses . . . . if the 
case walls vary .... and they do. 

Does this have a practical application? | 
smile at the word. | don’t know. Given a test 
situation where the random error so ex- 
ceeds the systematic error, minor refine- 
ments in the systematic error usually go 


undetected. It is only when one can reduce 
the noise, the random error, to an order of 
magnitude less than the systematic error 
then one might see the difference. 

Does it make logical sense? Of course it 
does. Can it be proven on the range? | 
suspect not. Has it brought order to my 
reloading room? To a substantive degree, 
it certainly has. 

As | write this, it occurs to me that 
long-range, big-bore might be a more 
suitable test bed, for there, the random 
error is So much greater than in bench-rest 
shooting, the difference might well be ev- 
ident. 

In the current number of P.S., provoc- 
ative Editor, you pose the hypothetical 
question of what do you do after the barn 
burns down? Me? | take up mumbly-peg. 
Being a doctor (as opposed to a dentist) is 
a guise; I’m really a farmer. I’m not sure if 
| can come to grips with that replacement 
dilemma; I’m not sure you could stand the 
answer.

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History of Fiberglass Stocks 


I'll try to tell this story as seen through my 
eyes, not so much the part we, Brown 
Precision, played in fiberglass stock de- 
velopment because we haven't done ev- 
erything, but this is the way | see it - this 
is how it happened from where | sit, and of 
course you never quite know the whole 
story, so if | should omit someone or some 
details please forgive me. I'll give you the 
basic concept on how fiberglass stocks got 
started and give you a good idea where they 
are today. 

I'd always been interested in lightweight 
rifles, especially hunting rifles, and I'd built 
two in the mid 60’s. One for a friend of mine 
from Fresno, Gene Mansfield, and one for 
myself. They were light by Jack O’Connor 
standards. They were 8 to 8% Ibs. with 
scopes and both 30-06’s. | built these as 
hunting rifles to get around better at high 
altitudes. When | started shooting ben- 
chrest in 1966 | was interested in weight 
and weight reduction from then on, and 
tried to build lightweight rifles and do some 
lightening tricks. Sometimes | was suc- 
cessful and sometime not, but | was 
shooting in a Hunter Bench class in Cali- 
fornia that had basically the same rules as 
our Hunter Bench has today. | had a 10 Ib. 
rifle and 6 power scope on the 24” forearm. 
| entered competition with a heavy barreled 
Mauser that | did quite a few lightening 
touches on to get it down to the 10 Ibs. such 
as replacing the magazine followere and a 
few other odds and ends. 

The whole fiberglass concept started 
when | took my family down to Disneyland 
on vacation and stopped by Lee Six’s in 
Fresno for a couple of days. We shot doves 
and bull (reverse order would be more 
appropriate). We talked about our 
upcoming hunting trip to Idaho. We’d been 
going there about seven years and getting 
some pretty nice mule deer. From there we 
went on to Disneyland and visited with my 
brother C. K. Brown an aeronautical en- 
gineer. | was explaining our problem of 
weight and mostly the problem of bedding 
being so fickle. How a rifle would be 
shooting good through half a match, then 
turn off in the middle of a match. How, if you 
traveled over a range or two of mountains 
you couldn’t depend on it shooting accu- 
rately. | explained a little bit of the weight 
problems then. He very plainly and quickly 
said ‘‘well the stocks should be made out 
of fiberglass. Is there any rule they have to 
be made out of wood’’? | didn’t think there 
was, but | went back in the rule book and 
found out there wasn’t. It made sense to 
me, especially when he explained the 
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expansion of fiberglass was very near that 
of steel so you didn’t have to worry very 
much about that. The expansion of fiber- 
glass is lower than aluminum so it may 
possibly give a little trouble on sleeves. With 
that in mind, | went back and went to work. 

One of the first things | did was take a 
.722 stock and hollow it out. | skeletonized 
both the butt stock and forend to where 
they were just slivers of wood, then | filled 
them with Polyurethane foam, reshaped 
them, then went over this area with 
fiberglass. The next thing | did was to 
skeletonize the receiver portion to make it 
a solid fiberglass block. 

For this particular rifle | had a 12” sleeve 
I'd made. | was shooting a .308. | bedded 
the sleeve in this stock and it was a real 
gooney looking thing with this big sleeve 
sticking out of this little bitty .722 stock. The 
concept really turned me on even though 
the stock had a case of the uglies. | never 
took it to a match, not because of the uglies, 
but the gun wasn’t shooting good, and | 
found out later the barrel was bad. 

I'd done all this wood removal, foam 
replacement, etc. and ended up with the 
stock weighing about the same as when | 
started, which was around 272 Ibs. This got 
me cranking - here | had a stock supposed 
to be impervious to weather conditions and 
for all practical purposes looked like it was 
going to make it. 

Well, | postponed the project because of 
hunting, Christmas, etc., then right after the 
first of the year, Lee moved to San Jose. 
We were both working for the Telephone 
Co. at the time. By the time he got settled 
in, | was pretty well along on making this 
first mold. | made one mold first trying 
plaster of Paris which was an utter failure. 
Lee had shot a little bit of Hunter Bench in 
Fresno and was accuracy oriented and 
interested in the project, so when we picked 
up and got started together we decided the 
way to make a fiberglass stock was in two 
pieces, then glue the two pieces together. 

We made a pattern and | think Lee made 
the first pattern out of a piece of redwood 
taken off a fireplace mantel in my home. We 
made a sleeve stock pattern then split it in 
two using some vacuum foaming tech- 
niques and fiberglass to make the mold. 
When we formed these we didn’t have a 
vacuum pump so we hooked the vacuum 
forming hose to the vacuum line on the 
intake manifold of my jeep. It worked pretty 
good. This gave us a two piece mold that 
we made half the stock in each piece. We 
vacuum formed the fiberglass in each half, 
then ground the flanges off and glued the 


two halves together. 

The first two pieced mold was a success, 
but there were a couple of things wrong with 
it. We knew the stocks were plenty strong 
but we didn’t see how we could convince 
the public that a hollow thin walled stock 
would hold up. Another thing was the time 
consumption was just ridiculous. We 
probably had a couple hundred hours in 
building the stock and gluing the halves 
together. 

Our first hollow stock was a success 
except the darned gun wouldn’t shoot! We 
were still having barrel problems. In one 
shooting session Lee found out we had to 
take all the tension off the guard screws 
then (with a new barrel) the gun would shoot 
like a house afire, anything tighter the gun 
would double group, a sign of bad bedding. 

These first days we had so many 
problems with mold releases, cure time, 
mixes, it was a bunch of comical errors one 
after the other. I’ll never forget the time my 
wife was helping me make a mold and | was 
trying to spray Polyester resin which is the 
boat resin. We were working on our freezer 
in the garage. That poor freezer looked like 
a melted ice cream cone before we were 
done with the drips and runs down the 
sides! | was just using a cheap spray gun 
because | didn’t want to ruin a good one, 
when the air pressure blew the pot off the 
gun and about a pint of resin went right 
down the front of me and all over the freezer 
and floor. | was walking in resin and had it 
all over the front of my pants. The cleanup 
was impossible. We never did quite get it 
all up. 

Another one was on New Years day, 
Stanford was playing in the Rose Bowl. Lee 
and | were making a stock in a brand new 
mold. We had it under 10 or 12 pounds of 
air pressure and were getting impatient for 
it to cure, so we set it up in front of a 1000 
watt heater and went in to watch the 
football game. We came out about twenty 
minutes later to find the stock had a bad 
case of the bulges. The air pressure and 
head had bulged the fiberglass mold so it 
looked like an overgrow baseball bat. By 
the time we got the air pressure off and the 
mold apart and the heat back onit, we never 
ever quite got the mold back to its original 
shape, but we came pretty darned close. 

Another time that has the funnies is when 
we were fillng one of the first stocks we 
made in that sleeve mold. We filled the 
receiver section with solid glass which 
made it pretty heavy, then we decided to fill 
the back end with Polyurethane foam. | had 
worked with the foam a little bit on that first 
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wooden stock | sekletonized, but we had no 
idea of the proportions that it took, so we 
decided that three ounces would be plenty 
to fill the back end and if it got to be too 
much I'd put a board over the top of it and 
capture the foam so it would just all stay in 
the stock. This was the first pour | had made 
of any consequence. I’d poured foam a lot 
but always in little bitty quantities. Well, | 
made this pour and the foam kind of took 
its time, then it started coming fast, so | 
grabbed a board to put over the end of the 
stock. | was standing there looking off into 
space and the foam built so much pressure 
that it bulged the butt stock to where it was 
pretty near round and split out a seam then 
started running out the side. Those were 
the good old days where everything was a 
trial and error - with lots of errors! 

We learned quite a lot from that two piece 
stock. We found that once the action was 
bedded it was very accurate. But only if the 
guard screws were extremely loose. We 
found we could build a strong stock that 
weighed very little over a pound. We had 
three public acceptance problems. First 
was to teach people that the guard screws 
had to be real loose. Next was to convince 
them that the thin walled flexible stock 
would stand the gaff. The last big hurdle of 
course was to overcome wood. People had 
thought in terms of wood stocks for hun- 
dreds of years. We're still working on this 
with our hunting customer. 

The answer to the first two problems was 
to fill the stock. This would make it feel 
stronger because it was less flexible. With 
a filed stock you could use conventional 
bedding techniques and screw tension. We 
had to fill the stock for public acceptance, 
but we also had to make the stock in one 
piece to make the labor factor more tol- 
erable, so we searched for a way to make 
a one piece shell inside a mold. We finally 
came up with a plastic bag system. We 
made the bags, then expanded the fiber- 
glass inside the mold with air in the bag. 
Another problem was that we were making 
our molds out of fiberglass and epoxy resin, 
and were also trying to make the stocks out 
of the same material so the two wanted to 
stick to each other. We had a heck of a time 
getting a mold release procedure esta- 
blished so that we didn’t make one mold 
and one stock, then have to make another 
mold to make another stock, because we 
really had some sticky problems and most 
of the conventional mold releases didn’t 
work for us. We went to the experts and 
they'd come up with a new release so we'd 
make another mold and then have to make 
another stock, then ruin them both. But, we 
finally overcame that. Once we made the 
stocks in the form of a hollow tube inside 
a mold, then it was just a simple matter of

filling them later. We settled for Polyure- 
thane foam in the front and back with an 
epoxy and fiberglass micro-ballon mix in the 
receiver section. This solved the rigidity and 
screw tension problem. 

The first stock that got out of our shop 
on anybodys rifle was a result of a phone 
call. Neal Knox called me about the Little 
Wiggler I'd been making for four or five 
years. He very innocently asked ‘‘what’s 
new’’ so | told him we were working on a 
fiberglass benchrest stock. He called Dave 
Wolfe over to the phone and we talked for 
over an hour. At the time | was going 
through more speculation than honest- 
to-goodness fact because | really didn’t

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know what it was going to take to man- 
ufacture these things. We’d just made half 
a dozen stocks for our own use and hadn’t 
really settled on a pattern at that time. | 
promised Dave that he’d have the first 
finished rifle that we made for anybody else. 
It wasn’t but just a few weeks until we 
received a 40x action from him with a 
factory .223 barrel onit. | made a sleeve and 
put it on. We stocked and bedded the gun. 
Dave had mentioned his wife liked blue, so 
we painted it Robbins Egg Blue. This is the 
rifle he refers to as Blue Boy. We didn’t have 
a chance to shoot the gun, so we just 
shipped it to Dave and he shot it once or 
twice then rebarreled it with an A & M barrel 
chambered in .222. He had a chance to 
shoot the new barrel twice before he took 
it to the Speer Shoot in Midland, Texas 
where he placed seventh out of sixty- seven 
shooters in the Light Varmint class. The 
blue stock caused quite a stir. Dave called 
me at home and was absolutely elated that 
he had done so well in his first registered 
shoot. Just a month later Dave took second 
in the Sporter Varmint Nationals behind 
Donnalee Stekel. Neal Knox doubled over 
with the rifle and placed thirteenth. This was 
a 6x47 with an A & M barrel and our sleeve. 

In the 1971 Unlimited Nationals quite a 
few shooters saw our guns and stocks. 
There was a lot of skepticism. Some people 
jumped right in with both feet, but most 
layed back to see how things were going to 
come out. A very dear friend of mine, Stu 
Harvey, told me he knew it was a good idea, 
but he would never change from walnut. 
Four years later he broke the NBRSA Light 
Varmint record at 200 yards with a gun we 
had stocked for him out of fiberglass. That 
record holds good today ‘‘1982”’. 

At the 1971 shoot | met Jerry Rogers and 
found out he had shot his own fiberglass 
stock in the 1967 & 1968 Varmint Nationals. 
He won the three-gun aggregate one year 
and the Light Varmint the other. Up until 
that time | was sure the idea had been 
originated with my brother. Jerry and | laugh 
about that now. He knew it could be made 
to work, but didn’t think it had any future. 
He did do things a little different. His forearm 
and butt stock were fiberglass, but the 
receiver was a walnut block. 

Gale McMillan stocks started to make the 
scene in 1973. His first stock was universal 
to take either a sleeve or custom action. 
After that he made an international. In 1973 
Gale’s brother Mac shot the .009 worlds

record group using Pat’s barrel and Gale’s 
stock. Neal Knox gave this match a really 
good write up in Rifle magazine. 

Several people (myself included) tried 
adding 3 Ibs. to a 10% Ib. rifle. The thinking 
being that the extra weight would help 
accuracy in the HV class. | thnk we all found 
out that the gun was a little easier to shoot, 
but not a bit more accurate. The problem 
being the weight wasn’t added on the line 
of the center of gravity or better, the center 
of the bore. | really think that one of the 
reasons a fiberglass stocked rifle shoots so 
well is that there is approximately the same 
amount of weight above the bore as below. 
The scope and mounts weighing just a little 
over a pound and the stock about the same. 

Until 1975 there were just two companies 
making fiberglass stocks. At that time Orlin 
Gilkerson started making a sleeve stock. It 
was made of Polyester resin and fiberglass 
cloth formed over an all-foam core. It had 
to have a gluein or pillar bedding system. 

In 1977 Lee and | decided to split up. | 
was on the verge of retiring from the 
Telephone Co. and wanted to get out of the 
bay area. Lee had a few more years to work 
and wanted to stay in San Jose, so he 
formed his own company Six Enterprises, 
and | carried on with Brown Precision. 

In 1978 George Kelbly started making 
fiberglass stocks out of Polyester resin and 
cloth. He used a jell coat and ended up with 
a real smooth finish. | just talked to George 
and he had dropped the project for a year 
or so but is starting in again. He wasn’t too 
happy with his first stocks as they were too 
flexible. He’s worked that problem out and 
the new stock should be real rigid. 

Tom Houghton of H. S. Precision started 
making his Fiberthane stocks in 1979. They 
aren’t a true fiberglass stock but dense 
Polyurethane foam with glass fibers. His are 
universal stocks in that they have a blank 
receiver and you inlet it for the action you 
want to put in. Tom makes hunting, ben- 
chrest and silhouette stocks. Also in 1979, 
Jim Garrett of Salt Lake City started making 
hunting stocks of fiberglass. Jim is an old 
friend of mine and is very technically 
oriented. As far as | know, he uses the same 
basic process and materials that Lee and 
| use. For several years he built custom rifles 
for himself and friends with our stocks. 
When he quit Semi Conductor he started his 
own production. He builds finished hunting 
rifles as well as stock blanks. 

In early 1980 we moved Brown Precision 
Inc. to Los Molinos, California. That’s about 
200 miles north of where we were. We have 
been real pleased with our new location and 
are concentrating on hunting stocks and 
finished rifles. 

You may ask yourself ‘‘why haven't the 
big companies started using fiberglass?”’ 
Well they have. Steyr Mannlicher makes an 
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injection molded ABS stock. It’s rigid and 
tough, but heavy. We’ve sold a few stocks 
to Remington and Ruger as I’m sure the 
other manufacturers have also. The big 
problem is that the stocks are labor 
intensive. They have to be made, bedded 
and finished by hand to be light. They can 
be made by injection molding but they 
would be heavy, plus the machinery would 
cost about half a million dollars. Then they 
would have to convince the public. 

This makes you people (accuracy nuts 
like myself) a special breed. It just took ten 
short years to make a tremendous con- 
version. Pat McMillan once told me ‘‘we put 
men on the moon and there wasn’t a stick 
of wood on the space ship.” 

By that time orders were coming in and 
we only had one mold. We were working in 
my garage, and did for another eight years. 
We built a rifle and sent it back to the NRA 
Show. It was shown in a shooting magazine 
booth. Earl Etter wrote an article for the 
magazine, but didn’t put our address in it. 
Some people that knew me through ben- 
chrest shooting or the Little Wiggler, 
tracked me down and the race was on. 
Steve Silver saw the Heavy Varmint rifle at 
the NRA SHOW and ordered a Light 
Varmint rifle. This was the first one to go 
back east. It was Chinese Red. It also 
attracted a lot of attention. | received

several reports from people about how he 
very ceremoniously got the gun out, set it 
up, then stood back not saying a word, just 
watching the reactions. 

In the winter of 1971 Bill Summers from 
Long Beach called me. He had to have a 
gun made. We sleeved and stocked his first 
Light Varmint rifle. It was a 40x in a .222 
R with a factory barrel. He picked the gun 
up at the 1972 State Shoot and won the 
State championship with it. | won the 
Sporter class with a 6x47. Bill was an 
engineer working for Douglas Aircraft at the 
time. He was really sold on the concept of 
fiberglass and at a shoot in Arizona tried to 
sell Pat and Gale McMillan on the idea. He 
did such a good job that Gale started to 
make his own fiberglass stocks. The first 
one | saw was at the Tulsa Super Shoot #1 
in 1973. 

By the time of the Varmint Nationals in 
1972, the list of fiberglass stock shooters 
was pretty impressive. Perry Morton, Tom 
Metzger, Pete Callan, Dave Wolfe and his 
wife, Neal Knox and Jay Knox, Benny and 
Bobby Burns, Larry and Dawn White, Jack 
Williams and many, many more were all 
shooting fiberglass stocks in at least one 
class. Lee and | attended this shoot and 
shot Light Varmint and Sporter all the way 
through. 

In 1973 and 1974 Perry Morton won the

three gun Nationals and Sporter class using 
our fiberglass stocks. The whole world 
turned upside down for bench shooters! In 
1974 there were seven fiberglass stock 
shooters in the top twenty three-gun 
aggregate that were from Indiana. Fred & 
Beskip Sinclair were two of them. Fred 
started building fiberglass stocked guns in 
1971 and 1972, and of course is still one of 
the top builders. Remember at this time 
there were still lots of wood stocks in the 
Heavy Varmint class and some in the Light 
Varmint and Sporter. 

In 1972 Selby Wright and Jim Steko were 
glueing in barrels and Lee and | were glueing 
in actions. There were several advantages 
to glueing in. One, you solved the bedding 
problem. Two, you could use a hollow or at 
least a lighter stock. It wasn’t too long until 
most glueins swung around to the action 
being glued. | still don’t think that a gluein 
bedding job is any better than conventional, 
but it sure is easier to do. Also in 1972 Lee 
and | started building fiberglass hunting 
rifles. His was a 7 Mag. model 70 that | had 
rebarreled and mine was a Remington .788 
x .308 W. We used the rifles that year in 
Wyoming and both shot elk with them. The 
next year three of us shot moose in British 
Columbia with them. Maynard Meadows 
from Oregon went with us and used a .338 
in fiberglass.

While it is true there exists no single body 
governing benchrest activity throughout the 
world, it is also true that the great distances 
separating practitioner are no longer con- 
sidered unsurmountable. Individual shoot- 
ers, in ever increasing numbers, are taking 
it upon themselves to find out what it’s like 
to compete with their peers in foreign lands. 
Since 1976, when the first American 
shooters visited Australia, the number of 
competitors making ‘‘the big trip’’ has 
steadily grown. In the past several years we 
have hosted men from Australia, Austria, 
France, Germany, Iceland and Italy at 
ranges throughout the country. Additio- 
nally, trio of English observers visited in 
1984. In addition to Australia, our shooters 
have taken their gear, and their knowledge 
of the game, to France, Germany, Italy and 
Sweden. And, in September 1985, England 
was added to the growing list of countries 
visited by the Yanks. 

Many believe the ‘‘internationalizing’”’ of 
benchrest is a desirable development. 
These same people believe we, the U.S. 
community of shooters, have an obligation 
to take a major part in such an endeavor. 
It is, after all, a sport developed and refined 
in this country; it’s something we take pride 
in, and enjoyment from; we are blessed with 
an abundance of technical and adminis- 
trative expertisse, and our shooters are 
assuredly some of the finest in the world. 
The truth of the matter is that, by and large, 
shooters in other countries need all of the 
help they can get, and are immensely

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enthusiastic when given the opportunity to 
talk to shooters form the States. 

Which is not to imply that going abroad 
to compete should be an excercise in 
religious fervor. Just the opposite is true; 
the reason to visit foreign shooters is to 
enjoy their company and their countries - 
the sharing of knowledge will come natu- 
rally. Nor is the learning process a one way 
thing; there are precious few who have shot 
in Australia and Europe who haven't 
brought something back to the States. 
Certainly this is true of the seven men who 
were privileged to visit England in Sep- 
tember. 

In October 1984, following matches in 
Germany and France, a group of American 
shooters had dinner in London with Peter 
Taylor, George Swenson and Neil Jones, 
President of the fledgling British Bench Rest 
Shooters Association. The English had a 
major problem; although there was a core 
of enthusiasts, they felt cut off from the 
benchrest world. Many were growing 
discouraged, and all were frustrated by not 
having any source of first hand information. 
NBRSA President Walt Berger suggested 
that perhaps it might be helpful if some 
Americans visited England ‘‘some day’’ if, 
indeed, Neil felt it might be of help. With all 
of the quickness of a child picking a dollar 
bill from the sidewalk, Neil issued an im- 
mediate invitation to all present for “‘next 
September’. 

On Wednesday morning September 18, 
1985, there appeared at London’s Gatwick 
airport seven somewhat weary benchrest 
shooters, all with rifles and gear. Each had 
eagerly accepted BBRSA’s invitation, and 
each had gladly undertaken the trip at his 
personal expense. On hand were Walt 
Berger (AZ), Stan Buchtel (OH), Steve 
Gibbons (GA), Bill Hall (KY), George Kelbly 
(Oh), Ed Shilen (TX), and Budd Lake New 
Jersey’s resident enthusiast. 

Working closely with Neil, a three day 
program had been developed to maximize 
contact between visitors and guests, both 
on and off the range. (On Thursday, a day 
given over to recovering from the trip, the 
Americans were taken to Portsmouth for a 
tour of England’s famed port city and naval 
base; like everything else during that week, 
it was perfect.) 

Friday morning was devoted to preparing 
the rifles. Powders available included 
H-4198 and H-322. The only primers 
available were Vhitavouris (Finland), and no 
one had a clue! Those good folks who 
operate out of Foshay Tower in Minnea- 
polis could have named their price for a 
carton of 205’s! 

The Little Siberia range at Bisley is 300 
yards, but on the occasion of this weekend 
activities were limited to 100. It could be a 
superb benchrest plant with ample space 


for thirty benches. The terrain is level and 
grass covered ... . good; it is surrounded 
by forest on three sides, and the wind does 
weird and wondrous things .... not so 
good. There were a number of ‘‘stake and 
ribbon’”’ flags, plus a trio of quartered ‘‘foam 
ball’’ indicators contributed by Walt Berger. 

The temporary benches were certainly 
adequate for this program, though some 
were more stable than others. There was, 
of course, no backer system, and targets 
were changed as in the military, ie. from 
butts - or pits - down range. In practice a 
shooter reported to the Range Master, and 
told him what target number he planned to 
shoot. The information was relayed to the 
target crew by walkie-talkie, and they in turn 
posted the target card which included the 
shooter’s name. Each card had a sighter 
target, plus three for record. No time limit 
was in effect. 

As we understand it, targets without an 
earthen berm immediately behind them are 
not acceptable. Consequently, when reg- 
istered competition is undertaken at Bisley 
BBRSA will have to do one of two things; 
either move the benches, or utilize a dif- 
ferent range for different stages. Chances 
are the former would be most satisfactory; 
and although no temporary bench will ever 
be as stable as one permanently built on a 
concrete pad, a reasonably solid table can 
be portable. 

After lunch Friday was a time for prac- 
ticing, and getting to know the early 
arrivers. The procedure established was 
the one used throughout the weekend; the 
Americans would clean and reload, pick up 
rifle and Case-Gard box, and ask the first 
person they came across, ‘‘would you like 
to shoot it?’ It worked well, adding pre- 
cisely the air of informality everyone had 
agreed was desirable, and also proved an 
effective means of overcoming the tradi- 
tional English reserve. 

Friday evening was the occasion of a 
lengthy question and answer program 
following dinner. The questions covered all 
facets of the game, and the session was 
halted only by the call of ‘‘time, gentlemen’”’. 
It was, according to many of those who 
attended, an unqualified success - possibly 
even the most significant hours of the 
weekend. For the first time ever answers 
could be obtained regarding bullet making, 
gunsmithing, scoring targets, barrel mak- 
ing, condition doping, reloading, rifle 
cleaning, etc. Steve Gibbons, talking about 
that evening, summed it up thusly, ‘That's 
why we’re here, and if we answered all of 
the questions, the entire trip, from my point 
of view, has been a success’”’. 

Saturday and Sunday were spent 
shooting. As noted earlier, informality was 
the key. It was agreed that eveyone’s first 
card would be the one counted for score. 
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However, everyone was encouraged to 
shoot as often as he, or she liked. The 
“match” consisted of three record targets 
on each day, and the Grand would consist 
of the six. 

Scoring was done with a dial caliper. The 
crew consisted of Ed Shilen, Conrad 
Gordon (the author’s son, an army officer 
stationed in Germany), and me. There was 
great interest in the scoring and figuring of 
aggregates, and most shooters retrieved 
their targets for souvenirs. The results were 
extremely pleasing because the Americans 
did NOT dominate.

It was interesting to see if there would be 
any appreciable improvement in the 
shooting. Of the English attendees who 
shot both days, 70% apparently profited 
from the coaching and familiarity with the 
rifles. Overall, the average aggregate was 
reduced by 20%. 

It was Bill Hall who suggested it might be 
appropriate to leave something in England 
that would benefit BBRSA, and to some 
extent serve as an on-going expression of 
friendship. That ‘‘somethng’’ was a Hall rail 
gun. In addition to Bill who built the base 
and return to battery rests, the contributors 
included Walt Berger, Steve Gibbons, Ed 
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Shilen, George Kelbly, Leupold & Stevens, 
MTM Molded Products, and the PPC 
Corporation. 

As if memories weren’t enough, all of the 
Yanks came home with Surrey Club lapel 
pins, BBRSA T-shirts, and beautiful, per- 
sonalized crystal paper weights. (The 
Surrey Club is one of the older and most 
prestigious clubs at Bisley. The walls are 
covered with shooting memorabilia going 
back to the start of the century, and there 
is a wall case of silver trophies that would 
be suitable for a silversmith’s shop. We 
were privileged to have our breakfasts and 
dinners at the Surrey, not to mention many 
drinks, and many hours of good talk in the 
bar.) 

There is no question in the writer’s mind 
that active benchrest competition will soon 
become a reality in England. The most 
important ingredient is enthusiasm and a 
leadership willing to make extraordinary 
efforts; both already exist. Next, someone 
in the trade, someone with the necessary 
knowledge of importing and distribution 
must step forward - someone like Pete 
Hammerich in Germany. Because of the 
high cost of imported products - tariffs and 
taxes make everything quite expensive - the 
agent must be willing to accept only a 
marginal profit. On the bright side, George 
Swenson’s Swing action has real benchrest 
potential; George spent a lot of time 
huddled with Kelbly and Shilen. Too, Madco 
barrels from Australia should be available at 
a relatively good cost, at least our un- 
derstanding is that Commonwealth coun- 
tries qualify for certain advantages in so far 
as importation in concerned. Scopes are 
going to be costly, at least until a European 
manufacturer offers something suitable. As 
far as stocks are concerned it is simply 
finding someone willing to invest the time to 
learn the techniques; Lee Six, for one, has 
assured me he will work with anyone who 
might be interested. The same is true of 
bullets; one of the most recurring topics of 
discussion was bullet making, and! suspect 
there will be home grown projectiles 
available in the U.K. within the year. Finally, 
a reliable source of powder and primers 
must be developed.

We also suggested that BBRSA es- 
tablish contact with the troops in France, 
Germany and Italy. Not only will they be able 
to profit from the experiences of their peers 
on the continent, but there is now some 
excellent gear (actions) and components 
(bullets) being manufactured there. 

There is certainly no question in the minds 
of Neil Jones and the other shooters about 
the future of benchrest in their country. In 
fact, they have already obtained a mag- 
nificent crystal bowl which will be awarded 
at a Championship tournament scheduled 
for September of 1987! The American 
contingent already numbers seven, and we 
would hope for considerably more to be on 
hand for what promises to be a most 
significant event. 

For those wishing to meet some of our 
English friends, plan on making it to the 
NBRSA Championships at Kelbly’s Range, 
in July. Too, we are optimistic that a number 
of them will be with us in September for the 
matches in Italy and Germany. Any of you 
interested in making that trip - it will take 
approximately three weeks - should drop 
me a note. (P.O. Box 233; Budd Lake, NJ 
07828).

Dear Dave, 

| have been following your pursuit of the 
perfect accuracy cartridge with interest. | 
have suspected for some time that some 
variables in my shooting might be a result 
of (to some extent) variations in primers. 
Some of your recent articles in P.S. have 
touched on primer variations but have not 
provided any definitive answers. 

Back in 1982-83 Al Angerman and Rick 
Hornbeck each had a good article on primer 
variations. Since | am interested in actual 
performance variations, | was particularly 
impressed with the primer flash photos in 
the March 83 issue of P.S. After recently 
reading of others using primers to shoot 
BB’s over achronograph to measure primer 
performance, | called Rick Hornbeck to see 
if any other methods may have been used 
in the past to evaluate primer performance. 
Rick said he has used primers in the past 
to shoot BB’s but he felt that fouling after 
every shot provided more variation than the 
primer itself. Rick indicated that infrared 
heat measurement might be a good test 
parameter to look at. | mentioned that | was 
developing a pressure/impact test fixture 
for evaluating primer performance. After 
this and similar calls to others who have 
been shooting for some time, | began to find 
myself in the middle of a full scale primer 
test. 

Well here it is a few months later and | 
am so sick of primers popping that | doubt 
that | will ever make any popcorn again. 

Primer testing was divided into three 
major test areas: 

1. Pressure/impact test fixture results.

2. Primer flash photography 

3. Chronographed velocity and standard 
deviation in a 6 PPC. 

Note: Heat measurement as suggested 
by Rick Hornbeck was not included due to 
cost limitations. In order that an infrared 
detector would not be destroyed after each 
firing the test fixture would require a lensed 
test system with remote infrared detection. 
This test system would need to be capable 
of detecting a ten microsecond event in the 
2 to 12 micron infrared spectrum. 

If any readers have the equipment to 
instrument this test | would be glad to 
supply any needed supporting information. 

| do agree with Rick that good infrared 
data should give a valuable indication of just 
how well a primer is capable of igniting 
powder.

The pressure/impact fixture test consists 
of a pressure transducer made from 
KYNAR piezo electric film sandwiched 
between two pieces of aluminum and 
sealed to protest it from hot flame and 
gases. The transducer was designed to be 
as free as possible from oscillation or 
harmonics within the frequency range of 
interest. It was then vibration isolated when 
mounted to the test fixture base to eliminate 
any vibration from the firing pin fall from 
being recorded. The test fixture utilized an 
action from an XP-100 in 221 REM. cal. The 
barrel was shortened to two inches bore 
length ahead of the neck. The output of the 
transducer was coupled directly to a 
Tektronix dual trace oscilliscope configured 
in an event triggered single sweep mode. 
Photos on a 35mm camera recorded each 
primer detonation. 
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The transducer not only measures the 
pressure wave from the burning gases of 
the primer but also the impact of any 
burning particle mass on it thus giving a very 
accurate measure of primer uniformity. 

Temperature was monitored during the 
tests to insure that test data was not af- 
fected since the piezo film is somewhat

sensitive to temperature. Monitoring in- 
dicated that the heat sinking of the test 
fixture was sufficent to prevent temperature 
from affecting the test data. 

Each primer lot was tested using the 
same 221 case. The primer pocket was 
cleaned after each shot. A series of 20 shots 
were fired from each primer lot. Test shots

The velocity tests were conducted using the same rifle and same batch of cases for all 
tests. A powder charge of 26.0 grains of T-322 was used with Berger 68 gr bullets. All 
powder charges were consistent to within 0.1 grain. Chronographing was done on an Oehler 
model 33 with type Ill skyscreens. All primer pockets were cleaned after each shot and 
necks were also cleaned to insure uniform bullet seating and tension. 

Tests were run in batches of 12 shots. The first 2 shots were considered foulers and 
are not included n the statistics. The last 10 shots of each batch were used for statistics. 
Several batches were fired of each primer lot with the exception of the RWS 196? primers 
of which only one 12 shot batch was fired due to the small quantity available for test.

PRIMER TEST SUMMARY 


This test was conducted as a comparison 
between currently available primer types. 
Several lots of each type were evaluated to 
come up with an average performance of 
each type tested. The exception to this was 
the RWS primers which were divided by 
date codes because of difference in per- 
formance. Whether this difference was 
characteristic or due to aging is not known. 
The three dated lots tested are the only date 
codes currently known to exist in the U.S. 

Probably the first question to be asked 
after all this testing is: Are some primer lots 
better than other lots of a given type? The 
answer is yes - BUT -. The ‘‘BUT”’ refers 
to how the primers were packaged. Ob- 
viously if several thousand primers are 
made from one sheet of primer compound 
(a ‘‘LOT’’) and separately packaged then 
one has a chance of getting a large quantity 
of uniform primers. But, if the sheet had 
some dead spots (areas of poor uniformity) 
these may not get uniformly mixed with the 
others thus a single spot check may indicate 
a good or a bad lot when the overall case 
might be exactly opposite. The end result 
is you might get several hundred primers 
with good uniformity and some other 100 
boxes with poor uniformity. The only way 
to safeguard against this occurrence is to 
test 10 primers from each box of 100. 
Testing can be accomplished by chrono- 
graphing under controlled conditions and 
using standard deviation figures as a 
measure of uniformity. There still is the 
other variables of a loaded round to con- 
sider when making decisions based on 
rather small statistical samples. The 
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Pressure/Impact test fixture described in 
this test effectively eliminates these vari- 
ables by measuring only the output of the 
primer itself. This gives a very accurate and 
repeatable indication of primer uniformity. 

For the primer types and lots evaluated 
in this test the best primer types in order of 
unifomity were: 

1. CCl BR-4 2. Federal 205M 

3. Fiocchi SR 4. Remington 72 

It is extremely interesting to note that in 
the primer flash photographs the top three 
performers have a small soft flame. 

An important aspect not covered in these 
tests is the resultant accuracy impact of 
primer variation. One can pick a slow rise 
time primer with good uniformity but that 
primer may or may not give good accuracy. 
Two other important factors come into play 
to make the right primer choice. 

1. Intensity of the primer detonation. 

Since a powder charge will burn faster 
the higher the pressure, one has to realize 
that high intensity primers will start the

powder burning at a much faster or higher 
rate (pressure rise time). This may improve 
or degrade accuracy depending on the 
chosen load. 

2. Bullet Jump 

If the bullet is not held with enough 
tension by the neck for the particular primer 
being used the bullet will jump toward the 
lands from the primer detonation then 
momentarily slow until the burning powder 
pushes the bullet out of the barrel. This 
momentary lull in acceleration causes a very 
high frequency vibration to propagate 
through the rifle. If the shooter does not 
have good uniformity in bullet seating depth 
then this vibration becomes non-uniform 
shot to shot affecting accuracy. It is my 
opinion that firm bullet seating tension 
improves accuracy by minimizing the initial 
jump thus providing more uniform bullet 
acceleration and less vibration of the rifle at 
a critical time. 

Dave, | hope this test report helps shed 
some light on the primer variation question 
everyone has been talking about. 

Unfortunately it appears that there are no 
“Super Uniform’’ primers currently avail- 
able just a few ‘‘good”’ primers and a lot of 
“not so good” primers.

THE 1985 MATCHES

(A searching article in which the editor talks about his wisdom five percent of the time, 
and his substantial gift of stupidity ninety five per cent of the time). 


About the first of August, 1985, the editor 
was thinking (albeit vaguely) about some 
new avocation. Quilting and cross-stitch 
are very popular these days, Connecticut 
still has many legal off-track betting facilities 
for horseracing, and there’s still a few sets 
of golf clubs around the house somewhere. 
The feelings of depression could pretty 
much all be traced back to the fact that the 
editor was shooting perfectly lousy, thank 
you. You name the range; the editor had 
disgraced himself there. Nor was he 
persnickety about where he spread the 
horse manure ... ranges from Lake 
George, New York to the Permian Basin 
had received their fair share, and more. With 
the exception of a third place finish in the 
heavy varmint class at Fassett, the trophy 
case was bare, and picking up dust at an 
alarming rate.

One of my friends, 
trying to be helpful, brought out the Harvey 
Donaldson quotation ... ‘“Them that can 
shoot. . .shoot. Them that can’t. . . write’. 
Although the wretch was driven off by 
blows and curses, the feeling that he might 
be right . . . persisted.

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Came the IBS Nationals at Johnstown. A 
range that the editor has usually shot, at 
least, creditably on. Light varmint, 100 
yards, .3764 agg. At 200 yards, a .3891 
agg. And a grand agg of .3708, good for 
57th place in a field of 95. No, Virginia, they 
do not give out ‘‘Top 60” patches at the 
Nationals. Comes heavy bench class, 
starting off with 200 yards, and Our Hero 
has a .6189 agg, good for 46th place in a 
field of 72 shooters. In the Poplars Motel 
that evening, the editor attempted to 
smother himself with a pillow. But, like 
everything else tried recently, he was un- 
successful . . . and merely ended up with a 
lingering foul taste of feathers in his mouth 
. .. that even Scope would not remove. 

Now, let us flash ahead. At 100 yards, 
heavy bench, 15th place. Heavy varmint, 
100 yards, 12th place; heavy varmint, 200 
yards 13th place; grand agg 11th place. 
Painted Post, heavy varmint, 1st at 100 
meters, 2nd at 200 meters, ist in grand 
agg. Midlothian, 3rd in the three gun, behind 
two fair local shooters named Boyer and 
Maretzo. 

The above is recited, not to prove how 
wonderful the idiot editor is, but rather to 
establish that indeed something major had 
been changed. What was it? Gun? Scope? 
Load? Seating depth? Nope, none of these. 
But, sitting on the firing line at Johnstown, 
at the start of the 100 yard heavy bench 
portion . . . | noticed that | had, somehow, 
somewhere, changed my basic shooting 
position at the bench. The editor does not 
shoot free-recoil; rather he uses a moderate 
grip on the rifle. | noted, to my surprise, that 
| was now shooting with my shoulders 
perfectly parallel to the firing line and the 
target line. And the rifle, in recoil, was now 
striking me in the collarbone, and not where 
the upper arm and shoulder come together. 
| simply rotated myself forty five degrees. . . 
and immediately began shooting to my 
ability level .. . not a world beater, but a 
halfway decent shooter. 

And | can’t help but wonder ... how 
many other shooters are shooting poorly 
... because of a not-realized flaw in their 
basic shooting technique. Not the gun, not 
the scope, not the load . . . but rather they 
themselves are doing something very ba- 
sically wrong at the bench. Many will have 
different errors to wrestle with . . . but, if it 
was a poor year for you in 1985 .. . see if 
you are not doing something considerably 


different than you used to. It just might 
mean a big difference in those agg figures!

| guess that this is a two part story. And 
we'll skip ahead to Midlothian, Virginia, for 
their October match . . . the last IBS match 
of the year. 

The editor was loading, and cleaning 
rifles next to his buddy, The Gonzo Dentist, 
Dick Maretzo. And said dentist was most 
certainly not shooting up to the ability that 
earned him the top title in benchrest in 1985. 
In the morning on Saturday, the light 
varmint class was taken with somewhere 
around a .235 agg figure by Dr. Davidson 
. .. while Richard was somewhere around 
the .300 area. In the afternoon, when Tony 
Boyer was running away with the sporter 
class, with a “‘in the teens’ agg, after three 
groups, Richard was still firing those .300 
groups. And neither was Gonzo losing a 
shot to conditions . . . his targets were just 
plain . . . big holes . . . about three tenths of 
an inch, every one of them. After three 
groups, Richard was just sitting at his 
loading-cleaning table, looking like a 
potential suicide. And | said, ‘‘Richard, that 
gun is just plain not shooting the way it can, 
or you can. I’ve been using Gold Medallion 
bore cleaner, and I’m shooting your ears off 
. ..and you are a lot better shooter than me. 
Let me clean that bore with Gold Medallion, 
and let’s see what happens.” The dentist 
was too weak (despair) to resist. First a

patch wet with Shooters Choice, to get a 
lot of firing residue out. A bore brush, wet 
with Marksmans, and half a dozen passes. 
Dry with a couple of patches. Next, a patch, 
well saturated with Gold Medallion, a half 
a dozen strokes, about 12 inches each in 
length, steadily working forward from 
breech to muzzle, and blending the strokes 
so that each inch of barrel gets three or four 
passes. Repeat again. Now a wet patch 
with Shooters Choice, repeat the bore 
brush stage, dry thoroughly, and be very 
careful to get all the Gold Medallion out of 
the barrel and chamber. Note that this is not 
the technique of Ferris Pindell, the much- 
more-knowledgeable-than-me developer of 
Gold Medallion. Ferris uses a one-size- 
smaller-than-bore brush, with the Gold 
Medallion saturated patch wrapped around 
it, and only Gold Medallion. | do things a bit 
differently, and merely am explaining my 
way, which may be inferior to Ferris’ way. 

Gonzo’s next group was a .207, followed 
by a .220. The findings were not conclusive 
to the good gentleman ... but certainly 
interesting. 

The next morning, with 100 yard heavy 
varmint stage coming up, Dr. Maretzo 
wandered through my loading area. . . and 
asked to borrow my bottle of Gold 
Medallion. With two cleaned barrels, we 
went to the firing line, and found perfect 
conditions ... the wind flags hanging 
straight down, and not moving. | fired the 
smallest group of my life, an .064, and 
Richard didn’t do too badly ... with his 
.080. As the match went on, conditions 
began to pick up, and on the fourth relay, 
Richard lost a shot to wind, opening up his 
group to an even .400. On the fifth relay, 
after using Gold Medallion again, he re- 
covered a bit ... with a passing fair .056 
group. Even with that horrible .400 group, 
he still finished with a .177 agg, with two 
groups in the zeros, and two groups in the 
ones. Take back the one shot lost to wind 
on the fourth relay, and the gentleman 
would have wiped out the IBS agg record. 

As we were leaving, | asked Richard, ‘‘I 
have an extra bottle of Gold Medallion. 
Want it?” To which he replied . . . ‘‘No. I’m 
going to order a 55 gallon drum of the stuff 
as soon as | get home.” 

| am aware that Gold Medallion is, in 
some circles, somewhat controversial. 
Some maintain that if it is not completely 
cleaned out, it will harm the bore on firing. 
Maybe so. In that case, spend the extra 
couple of minutes to get it out of your bore. 
Just about any cleaner will harm the barrel 
if not cleaned out when you start shooting. 

Others say that they suspect it will 
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shorten barrel life. | have no solid know- 
ledge on this, and | doubt if others do either. 
But | do recall the great novel by Homer, 
“The lliad’’. . .in which the gods offered the 
young Achilles his choice ... of a short, 
illustrious life .. . or a long, rather dull life. 
Achilles chose the former . . . as heroes are 
supposed to. Now, in your Walter Mitty 
dreams, which is the way you would like to 
be spoken of? I'll give you two choices: 

1.) “Wow, Mike has been shooting that 

same barrel for three years now!”’ 
or 

2.) “The way Mike is shooting these days 
... he’s a threat in any match he enters.” 

| mentioned the POSSIBILITY that, if a 
few are right, and Gold Medallion MIGHT 
shorten barrel life, to a top shooter who 
recently started using it. He replied “Dave, 
| go to matches to win them. . . not to have 
an endurance test of barrel life. It makes my 
barrels really shoot. That’s what | go to 
matches for.” 

And TJ Jackson just called. He has a bore 
scope, and knows how to use it. Tu is, 
furthermore, not afraid of something new. 
TJ was relating that Gold Medallion ‘‘got 
the blankety-blank barrel ... CLEAN.” He 
was cursing out a particular barrel that was 
a real fouler . . . but which shot like crazy 

. when clean. And Gold Medallion 
cleaned that barrel. 

Some of my best barrels foul . . . heck, 
I'll live with a fouling barrel ... that 
SHOOTS ... as long as | have the barrel 
cleaner to deal with it. 

A couple of days after Midlothian, U.S. 
Products, the maker of Gold Medallion 
called. ‘“‘What the heck is the story on 
Maretzo using Gold Medallion at 
Midlothian?”’ 

“Why?” 

“Because some guy who was quietly

observing the goings on... just called... 
and ordered a case of it.’’ 

Gold Medallion might not be for everyone. 
One must clean off the cleaning rod tho- 
roughly, after each pass through the barrel. 
You must keep the cleaning rod straight 
during use. But one of the biggest advances 
in benchrest during the last five years has 
been the discovery of how tremendously 
important a clean bore truly is. Gold 
Medallion . . . for the shooter who uses it: 
properly . . . is a worthwhile addition to the 
tools that we have for combatting barrel 
fouling. Shooters with medieval concepts, 
afraid to at least TRY something new ... 
might well be missing the boat. 

Top level shooters such as Tony Boyer, 
and now Dick Maretzo are using it. TJ 
Jackson, complete with his bore scope, 
thinks it’s the greatest thing since bourbon. 
Add to that list . . . the editor . . . if only for 
a bit of comic relief.

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The Fundamentals Of Small Groups 


The ability to shoot small groups, and 
even more important, the ability to shoot 
small aggs, cannot be tied to any one 
specific item of overwhelming importance, 
but rather is the sum total of many parts of 
some importance. It is my very strong belief 
that at any match of any size, more than 50 
percent of the rifles on the line are capable 
of producing groups at least as good as, 
and quite possibly smaller than those fired 
by the winner. In that case, why then do a 
rather small group of individuals con- 
sistently appear in the winners circle .... 
and others, with rifles of equal ability would 
need a road map to find the winners circle 
..... thereby showing their complete lack of 
involvement in times past with the pleasant 
task of accepting trophies at rifle matches? 
These consistent winners share certain 
common characteristics .... and | think 
that there are four principal ones: 


1) Absolute confidence in one’s gun, and 
related equipment. 

2) Proper mental attitude. 

3) Ability to recognize, and then adopt 
to, the prevailing range conditions. 

4) Proper gun handling and bench 
technique. 

This article will deal with items #3 and 
#4, not that | regard #1 and #2 as un- 
important, but rather because | realize that 
others will be writing about those first two 
in the pages of this book. It is primarily in 
the last few years, with so many sports 
champions emphasizing the importance of 
the mental side of preparation for their 
particular sport. . . . that some in our sport 
sat up, and in essence said, ‘“‘we’ve been 
overlooking this in benchrest shooting 

” some of those people who were 
among the first to recognize this are our 
perennial champions today! 

With a hot shooting rifle, in good 
conditions, it would be nice if all we had to' 
do was settle the rifle into the sandbags, 
take a deep breath, and watch little groups 
in the teens form routinely on the target 
opposite our bench. You might have noticed 
that things like that happen only in fairy- 
tales. You must first develop a solid, in- 
stinctive bench technique, that over a bit of 
practice will become second nature to you, 
and will allow you to repeat every step in 
the procedure of firing the shot the same 
.... Shot after shot, group after group, and 
from one range to another. You will remain 
a stranger to the winners circle if you perfect 
a technique that works all right on your little 
one bench local gun-club range, but then 
are unable to bring that technique along 
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by

with you when you head for the registered 
match across the state line. 

If you are fortunate enough to be at a 
championship match, take a moment to 
watch Fowler, Geraci, the Eubers prepa- 
ratory to the ‘“‘commence firing’ command, 
or during the match. Ever see Jef Fowler 
looking for his loading block after his first 
shot... . or Geraci wondering where to put 
his empty cases . . . . or Allie or Lee Euber 
trying to recall which cartridges were de- 
signated for record, and which for sighters? 
You must develop a habit, a consistent 
habit of what you do with your supple- 
mentary equipment at the bench, and do 
not deviate from your pattern without darn 
good cause. You first set your rifle, rests 
and equipment on the bench so that they 
are in a position which is comfortable, and 
the components easy to reach. The front 
rest and rear bag should be placed so that 
they are in line with each other, and with the 
target, allowing the rifle to recoil in a straight 
line. When the rifle is placed on the bags, 
it should be tapped or pressed into the bags 
to get the fluff out of the sand. Now, with 
the rest, bags, and rifle positioned in a 
comfortable position, hopefully a position 
that you have adopted as yours, and one 
that can be used on all ranges, we can now 
begin to look forward to the next obvious 
consideration .... that of the shooting 
technique that we will use. 

There are many shooting techniques to 
consider .... ranging from the tight hold 
with shoulder pressure pushing the front of 
the stock forend against a stop on the front 
rest to an absolutely untouched gun (other 
than a finder on the trigger, of course) with 
complete free and unrestricted recoil. | will 
not attempt here to build a case in favor of 
any one style of shooting. | have been 
beaten by users of every style going, except 
possibly those advocating the merits of 
shooting while standing on their head. Now 
that | think about it, | believe that one of 
those fellows has beaten me also. But | will 
advise this . ... whatever method is used, 
you must be consistent, and do everything 
the same, shot after shot, group after 
group. It is my personal belief that there are 
disadvantages to each of the two extremes 
in style of shooting technique. Using the 
tight hold method, it is hard to do everything 
the same, especially when one is faced with 
the task of trying to get that last shot into 
that nice little four shot group with only a 
few seconds left. With the absolute un- 
touched rifle (again, except trigger), it is 
slow and does not allow you to take ad- 


vantage of conditions . . . .and matches are 
still won on the basis of aggregates, not an 
occasional small group. | believe, for myself 
at least, that a compromised version of the 
two is the best, and this is a VERY LIGHT 
to almost no pressure hold with your trigger 
finger hand in the pistol grip area. The hand 
should not be used to hold the rifle on the 
aiming point while it is being fired. Rather 
the left hand should be used to control the 
rear sandbag or else the elevation ad- 
justment on the rear leg of the front rest. 
The rifle butt should be away from your 
shoulder, and the rifle should recoil into your 
shoulder. In your early attempts at this 
style, be careful of the scope hitting your 
nose. Cheek pressure should be “‘light to 
none’’. Your sandbags should be kept set 
up for your style and preference. Some 
shooters like a very free recoil, and these 
fellows use lots of powder on the sandbags; 
others prefer a sticky recoil, and these use 
just about no powder at all. | myself favor 
the old Ogden Nash rhyme .... “‘a bit of 
talcum is always walcum’”’. 

When you have many hours on the 
practice range behind you, as well as a lot 
of shots fired, you will be settling into your 
own determinations on how your rests and 
gun should be set up in the most com- 
fortable manner, and now you can load and 
unload without having to look and give all 
our visual attention to loading cycle .... 
now you can do it by touch and feel, and 
this will come to be an advantage to you in 
matches .... you are watching the 
downrange condition changes while the 
tyro next to you is looking hither and yon 
for his cartridge block. 

Many of our brethern, on arriving at a 
match, set up our equipment, load the 
ammo, and then go visit friends. It might be 
a good idea to try to find some friends 
somewhere near the firing line, so you can 
keep an eye on the flags for a while, and 
pick out the OVERALL prevailing condition. 
If aleft to right wind is 90 percent of the time, 
and a right to left 10 percent of the time, you 
should be aware of the odds being against 
you if you elect to start shooting right to left. 
Watch the conditions .... how long are 
they hanging around for. Is it two to three 
minutes between changes, giving you time 
to get off all five record shots on one switch, 
or are the conditions changing several times 
a minute? 

Once on the firing line, wait for what you 
believe is the prevailing condition. Once it 
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arrives, pick out those things that you are 
going to watch. . . . flags, grass, trees.... 
fix in your mind how they react to that 
prevailing condition. | like to watch indi- 
cators close to the firing line, ten to fifteen 
yards from the bench at 100 yards and 
about the same for 200 yards at most 
ranges. When the command is given to 
commence fire, put a shot down there on 
your sighter, AFTER you noted the 
conditions at the time you fired the shot. Try 
to fix in your mind HOW FAR THAT 
CONDITION MOVED THAT SHOT, in 
comparison to a dead calm shot. If you fire 
another shot in that same condition, and 
they print together to your satisfaction, then 
the flags or whatever it is that you were 
watching seem to be telling you the truth 
about the particular condition . . . . so you 
might well elect to shoot in that condition. 
If, on the other hand, the two shots did not 
print together, pick out a different wind 
indicator to watch, until you finally settle on 
one that appears to be the most reliable. | 
try to find the one indicator on the range that 
seems to affect the flight of the bullet the 
most, and then watch the overall range 
condition to be sure that, while watching the 
nearby flags, | have not missed noticing a 
complete down-range reverse. Once you 
have determined what it is that you are 
going to watch, it is now ‘“‘high noon’, the 
time to go up to your record target. Many 
very new shooters, in their first or second 
match rank this moment roughly the same 
as they would a request on a pirate ship that 
they “walk the plank’. However, there’s 
nothing like firing a few good groups in the 
start of your competitive career to take 
away forever this feeling of stage-fright. 

Back to the still untouched record target. 
Shall we ruin its pristine unblemished 
beauty with a bullet hole? Yeah, let’s do 
that! It’s time to put all that practice to work. 
Watching your wind indicator, fire your first 
shot. DO NOT take your eye off the wind 
indicator. Keep watching it as you extract 
your fired case and as you load a new 
round. 

Itis easier to see a change take place this 
way than it is to look away, and then when 
you are ready to fire, wonder .. . . ‘‘is that 
flag going in the same direction and 
showing the same velocity that it was when 
| touched off my first shot?’’ When you have 
loaded, shove the gun forward, and while 
watching your wind indicator with your left 
eye, look through your scope to see where 
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your shot hit. If it went where it should have, 
and your wind indicator indicates the same 
condition, then this is no time for meditation 
. immediately fire another round. Re- 
peat the loading drill, and if the first two 
shots went together, and the condition is 
still hanging around, get another round 
down there. If the wind indicator showed a 
little pick-up, and your last shot moved with 
it... .no more than half a bullet hole, and 
now that slight pick up is consistent, then 
hold off that much, and shoot. Unless you 
get into a dual condition and time problem, 
| think that a quarter inch hold off at 100 
yards is the most that you should hold for. 
| would prefer to wait for the condition to 
come back. If it does not come back, go to 
the sighter target and see where that 
condition is causing the bullet to impact, 
and then hold accordingly. When you have 
absolute confidence in your gun and 
equipment, it is much easier on your nerves 
to hold off the amount that your last shot 
indicated you should. This procedure works 
equally well at 200 yards, but at this longer 
distance you might have to hold off up to 
an inch or an inch and a half. This is basic 
advice, primarily for the new shooter, or for 
the more experienced shooter who is in a 
real slump, and who has to go back to 
basics to try to figure out what he has 
suddenly started doing wrong. | don’t 
pretend that this information will help you 
when the wind, at impressive velocities 
already at Kelbly’s Ohio range, at the 200 
yard stage, suddenly does a complete 
reversal, and you’ve got fifteen seconds left 
to get off your final two record shots. At the 
1982 Supershoot, when exactly that sit- 
uation occurred, | heard one very well 
known shooter come back to the loading 
area, and tell his friend, “well, | held the 
group together, but in that reverse, running 
out of time, | was holding completely off the 
paper for the last two shots’’. My hat is off 
to you fellow, if you had done that on 
national television, people would have 
talked about it for days! 
| have found that if | follow the above 
basic rules, | will finish most matches closer 
to the front than to the rear. | don’t think that 
you, |, or anyone else will win matches 
without having the proper mental attitude, 
and this is a condition that can be changed 
and influenced by many outside happen- 
ings. Only you, as a shooter, will know if you 
are mentally ready or not. | know that I have 
participated in many matches when my 
equipment was ready, but for various 
reasons | was not ready to be a good tough 
competitor that day. | mention this so that 
you do not continue to change shooting 
techniques when that is not the real 
problem. 
Let’s take a look at a few individual 
situations, and see if we can point out the 


sort of situations that you should be picking 
up, with a bit of experience behind you. 

The first is George Kelbly’s great range 
in Ohio. When it was first built, and before 
that big loading building was erected, | 
could use the above described procedures 
with relatively good success. Since that big 
ark of a building has gone up, | have had 
to change where to watch, from close to the 
firing line, to out as far as 75 yards, and | 
still do not shoot here as well as | used to, 
because | have not adopted to a major 
change in the range topography as well as 
| should have. 

The Knoxville range requires a little 
different watching on bench number 50, 
where you have a road and an earthern 
bunker next to the 100 yard targets, as 
opposed to bench 1, that is next to a row 
of trees. Two entirely different kettles of 
fish! 

There is a range at Visalia, California that 
sits on an open area, but for safety reasons, 
the range has been recessed into the 
ground with an earthern wall on two sides 
and the far end. Needless to say, conditions 
are not real violent there. But with the wind 
coming in and over the sides of the range, 
many strange things can happen, and what 
is happening at your bench may well be 
completely different than what is happening 
to your perplexed neighbor a few benches 
away from you. 

The St. Louis range at one time (it may 
still have them) had some mounds of dirt 
that you had to shoot over. That, in my 
mind, would give vertical dispersement if 
the conditions were not watched real 
closely in the area of these mounds. (Editor: 
we'll have to get you up to the Painted Post 
Range .. . . to study what mounds can do 
to a group, Walt). 

| could continue on about ranges all over 
this great country of ours, but the important 
thing to remember is this: Get the basic 
fundamentals ‘‘down’’, and apply them to 
the physical characteristics that surround 
the particular range that you are shooting 
on, or abnormal weather conditions that 
may be prevailing at the time you sit down 
at the bench. 

The above is just a very small portion of 
the basic knowledge that is needed to shoot 
small groups, but it has helped me a great 
deal over the years to achieve a limited 
amount of success. | hope that in some 
small way it will help you also. 

| think it laudable that shooters should 
aspire to improving their performance, want 
to do better, want to win. Eventually | 
believe that you will discover that winning 
matches becomes less important to you, 
but that phase of your evolution as a 
shooter and a person will come later... . 
first we’ve got to get you to the winning 
stage of your life. Good luck getting there!

Dear Dave; 

Thanks for your short note on ‘‘nothing 
much’. As a matter of fact | was thinking 
of contacting you on the latest in target 
scopes. 

As of this date a rework, retro-fit, re- 
furbish, restoration, conversion or whatever 
else you might want to call it is being offer 
to owners of 36X Leupold scopes that 
involves installing the PREMIER focus and 
parallax adjustment like you have on your 
20X-48X 57mm scope. The purpose is to 
improve the Leupold set-up that moves a 
large objective lens for focus and parallax 
correction. The objective lens, cell and 
calibrated ring are all epoxied in place and 
eliminates any chance of the objective 
assembly moving and causing possible 
shifts in point of impact or focus changes. 
Instead a very small lens is moved to adjust 
the focus and parallax. The new adjustment 
has a vernier scale and will focus from about 
50 yards to infinity and has a friction fit so 
it is not necessary to lock after adjusting. 

Stan Bucktel and Red Cornelison have 
these latest conversions. T.J. Jackson has 
an early prototype. Stan has had his scope 
since mid September and Red’s went out 
this week. Don’t know yet what results 
have been obtained. T.J.’s would shift point 
of impact only when parallax was adjusted 
just like the Lyman scopes. After a redesign 
this problem has been eliminated. It is also 
worth noting a secondary advantage of the 
rework is that click value of the target knobs 
equal .134 moa (abut 1/8 moa). Click value 
before rework is about 1/4 moa. Weight of 
the scope is 1 1/2 oz. heavier after rework. 
Resolution of the scope after rework is 
exactly the same as it was before the 
rework. 

Another option available will be a 36X 


boosted to 40X with the same PREMIER 
focus and parallax adjustment. Click value 
of knobs after rework is exactly .125 moa 
(1/8 moa). Scope weightis 1 1/2 oz. heavier 
and about 1/4 inch longer than the stock 
36X. 

Early model or late model 36X scopes 
can be reworked. Cost for 36X is $135 and 
$170 for 40X. Price includes return UPS 
shipping. The reticle that is installed in the 
scope will be saved and reinstalled after 
rework. Any reticle change to another style 
or size will be extra cost. 

The 20X-48X 57mm scope that was 
offered the first of this year is being dis- 
continued because of the various manu- 
facturing difficulties and lack of high res- 
olution at the upper magnification. At one 
time in the last 60 days | had all but given 
up on a variable power scope having a 
bench rest application but still hear that 
some shooters can still see the advantages 
of a variable if mirage is a problem. It has 
been extremely difficult to re-educate in- 
dividuals why a reticle placed in front of the 
zoom lenses will eliminate any chance of a 
shift in point of impact during a power 
change. This location is referred to as the 
first focal (image) plane. Harold R. 
Broughton has been gracious enough to 
test my latest brainstorm variable. 

This variable will be a converted 
6.5X-20X Leupold that will be about 
18X-40X or possibly 44X on the top end. It 
will have the PREMIER focus and parallax 
adjustment and the standard Leupid 40mm 
objective lens epoxied in place the same as 
the 36X and_40X fixed power reworks. 
Reticle will be a fine crosshair in the first 
focal plane. Click value of target knobs will 
be 1/8 moa. Resolution of this scope with 
the smaller Leupold objective will be 
excellent. I'll keep in touch on test results. 
This same 18X-40X scope without the new 
focus and parallax adjustment has been

Scene #2) A match at an un-named IBS 
range toward the end of the 1985 match 
season. There was a bit of time available 
between relays, and the Editor . . . perhaps 
unwisely . . . mentioned to a few shooters. . . 
what if we were to introduce a true varmint 
rifle match ... wooden stocks, no custom 
actions, no sleeved actions ... at Johns- 
town? Just about every benchrest shooter 
Owns one or more varmint rifles. Would you 
be interested?”’ The first thought | got in 
return was one | had heard before . .. who 
wants to go to all the trouble of setting up a 
rifle for a one group match, once a year? 
Everyone pretty much agreed on that. Then 
the argument started.

September issue by Murray Benson, of 
Canada ... factory action and barrel, no 
40xs, the man-in-the-street approach ... 
“only way to keep it from becoming another 
exotic rifle usual to the benchresters, that 
scares off the possible new shooter, who 
feels that he can’t compete with the ben- 
chrest pros’’. Then the other school of 
thought became agitated. ‘“‘Wait a minute; 
most of the shooters will be the benchresters 
themselves. Do you think, for one minute, 
that the guy is roaming around to benchrest 
matches, with a battery of $1200 rifles .. . 
and he’s got a factory varmint rifle? No way! 
He’s got a custom barrel, a 40x action, and 
not some piece of factory junk from off the 
wall at the local gun shop!’”’ Then the ar- 
gument really got going. The factory barrel 
advocates held that their way of doing things 
was the best way to entice the new shooter. 
Heck, the range could even put up posters 
at a few local gun shops saying that maybe 
the locals wouldn’t want to shoot against 
benchrest rifles, but how about varmint rifles 
with factory barrels? Might bring some new 
shooters into the sport, if talked up a bit 
locally. The other school of thought con- 
sidered this weighty rationale for a couple of 
seconds, and came back with a rebuttal that 
the benchrest shooters, who CERTAINLY 
would be at the match, came ahead of a few 
local yahoos who MIGHT be at the match, 
and who probably wouldn’t show up at all if 
past history was any indication. Then the 
argument heated up. Remember the scene, 
in the early Tarzan films; the family of great 
apes having a family argument? They would 
tear up trees and flail away at the ground with 
them ... then they would beat on their 
chests, and commence to bellow, loudly? 
The argument was starting to look like a 
great apes scene, when (thank heavens) the 
rangemaster called us all to the firing line. | 
think that it prevented bloodshed . . . in fact, 
I’m certain that it did. 

Scene #3) The Editor wrote to about ten

shooters . . . what do you think of the idea? 
Strangely, the replies tracked with scenes 
#1 and #2 above. Although it is hard to do 
a great apes scene by letter, a few came 
close. One shooter called, instead of wrote, 
and he did a real good Great Ape imper- 
sonation. The Editor put down the phone, 
and went straight to bed. It seemed like a 
good place to hide . . .and think more about 
the idea . . . which certainly had folks both 
interested and agitated. | got up briefly, to 
take the phone off the hook, and went back 
to bed.

#1) The proposed one group match will 
be held at the FIVE ‘‘designated’’ IBS 
matches in the ‘‘Benchrest Shooter of the 
Year”’ circuit. Although not 100% resolved 
at present, the Editor and the IBS president 
are pretty much agreed on: Dunhams Bay, 
Midlothian, Council Cup, Weikert, and the 
IBS Championships; if Council Cup were to 
be awarded the Championships, then the 
200-300 yard ‘‘long-distance cham- 
pionships”’ would go into the schedule in

place of Council Cup. We envision this fun 
match being held on Saturday afternoon, at 
the end of the days firing, before the target 
frames get moved out to 200 yards.

Precision Shooting 
magazine will sponsor a trophy for the 
winner in each of the two classes at all five 
tournaments. 

#2) It is completely a fun match. If you 
don’t like the idea, skip it. There is no 
pressure on anyone to enter. Indeed, the 
mere act of entering will keep the entrants 
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from having a cold beer as soon as the 
match is over . . .a very serious drawback, 
| am aware. Conversely, if the club decides 
that they wish no truck with such nonsense, 
entirely their right. In which case, P.S. will 
have to award the “designated tourna- 
ment’’ to some other club. 

#3) Since there are two distinct schools 
of thought on how we ought to set up the 
entry level requirements, the Editor ... a 
devout coward from way back . . . has set 
up BOTH CLASSES. Who says the spirit 
of Solomon is dead? Jim and | agreed that 
the classes should have gaudy names, to 
look good on the trophy on your shelf. 


#4) Here are the specifics on the two 
classes: 

EXPERT — Eleven pound weight limit. 
Must be factory barrel and action, no 
sleeves. Shilen and Wichita actions not 
permitted. No single shot bolt actions, such 
as the 40x, no custom actions. Must have 
workable magazine. Re-stocking permit- 
ted, but must be wood stock, no fiberglass 
stocks. Any scope, any trigger. Recham- 
bering permitted, but must be factory 
cartridge, no wildcats. 

MASTER — Thirteen and a half pound 
weight limit. No custom actions, no sleeves. 
Re-barreling is permitted. Factory actions 
only (no Shilen or Wichita), but 40x and 
XP-100 type actions permitted, and other 
actions may have magazine opening filled. 
No PPC chambers, or wildcats on PPC 
brass (in either class). Restocking is per- 
mitted, but stock must be wood, no 
fiberglass stocks.

want to keep in the sport. We are trying this 
in the IBS world first, because things are 
relatively close together there, and | do 
recognize the logic behind the sentiment 
‘“‘who wants to go to a lot of trouble for one 
match?”. There will be five matches to 
mess around in . . . So to speak. When the 
PPC, fiberglass stocks, and short scopes 
came into the game, they took away one of 
the great pleasures in shooting . . . lying in 
bed at night ... SCHEMING. Gentlemen, 
we have given you six months to scheme. 
What are YOU going to shoot? Almost all 
of us have a very accurate rifle, that just 
needs a bit of tuning to be real accurate. The 
practice of thinking . . . scheming, actually 
. .. has returned to our midst. Don’t just sit 
there . . . scheme! Surely there’s a place in 
this contest for that rifle of yours ... the 


third one in the gun rack. The possibilities 
are just about without number.

Have a mandatory warm-up at every 
registered IBS match. Eliminate the 
use of 3 minute sight-in periods. 


. Eliminate the mass weigh-in. Weigh-ins 


to be held at referees discretion as 
currently stated in the rulebook.

. Junior shooters (16 years old and 


under) to be allowed to shoot at a 
discounted fee to be established when 
this item is voted on. Suggestion is 
either half price or free. 


. Clubs shall be required to provide the 


following minimum trophies for IBS 
Championships: First through Fifth in 
Range aggregate. Second through 
Sixth in Grand Aggregate and Multi-- 
Gun, Small Group at each yardage in 
each class. 


. Require clubs hosting IBS matches to 


guarantee the following minimum 
trophies/awards: First through Third in 
Grand, First at Range Aggregate, 
Small group each class and yardage, 
and First and Second in multi-gun. 


. Beginning January 1, 1987 the light 


varmint class is to be limited to .230 
caliber and smaller, and the sporter 
class is to be larger than .230 caliber. 


Re-establish the three gun varmint 
championships as heavy varmint, light 
varmint, and sporter classes if motion 
#9 above passes. 


A competitor firing before ‘‘commence 
fire’’ command shall constitute 
grounds for disqualification in all 
classes of competition and voiding of 
all groups fired at the effected match. 
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12. Change section v, paragraph G, to 
allow a competitor selection of ben- 
ches when bench rotation is used. The 
intent is to allow husband/wife or fa- 
milies to use the same set of benches, 
to relieve the hardship associated with 
multiple equipment. Drawing of ben- 
ches would still be required when 
bench rotation is not used. Competi- 
tors wishing to double up on equipment 
would be required to contact the club, 
in writing, at least two weeks in ad- 
vance of the match. 


13. Eliminate the ‘‘Did not qualify’’ concept 
for missing shots, and shots outside of 
the border. Replace the DNQ with a 
one minute of angle penalty for each 
missing shot, or shots outside of the 
border. 


14. Require membership (IBS, NBRSA, or 
affiliated foreign) to shoot at any 
registered IBS shoot. 


15. A. AtallIBS registered shoots, require 
targets to be left hanging at the 
wailing wall until the aggregate has 
been figured, and places have been 
posted. In the case of foul weather, 
the statistician would be respon- 
sible for returning the targets to the 
scoring shack. 

B. If A.) above not passed for all IBS 
registered shoots, then require for 
all IBS championships. 


PAINTED POST 


August 31st and September 1st was the 
final ‘‘Designated Tournament” for the IBS 
world, and a decent number of shooters 
made the journey. There was an NBRSA 
match that same weekend, at Smithfield, 
Pa., and many shooters were torn between 
the two. Both ranges offer good hospitality, 
good prizes, and a well-run match. It is to 
be hoped that these two ranges will 
coordinate their schedules next year; such 
a move could mean several more shooters 
for each match. The Editor had planned to 
go to Smithfield, except for the conflict; and 
so did several other shooters that he knew.

Failure to do so 
would be grounds for disqualification. 


17. If anyone blows up a rifle and injures 
themselves or someone else, they are 
to be banned from competition for one 
year; and a second occurence shall 
cause them to be banned for life. 


18. Require the President of IBS to appoint 
a Championship Committee. Said 
Committee would be comprised of 
three to four experienced competi- 
tors,and three to four range owners or 
operators. The purpose of the com- 
mittee would be to develop a set of 
minimum standards required to hold 
IBS championships. These require- 
ments would include such items as 
sanitary, electrical and mechanical, as 
well as trained staff capabilities. After 
the miminum requirements are esta- 
blished, the committee would then list 
the qualified clubs that could bid on the 
championships. Clubs requesting to be 
added to the bid list would require 
inspection by qualified personnel ap- 
pointed by the President. 

19. Re-issue the rule book, and update the 
Hunter class rules and the format of the 
rule book to be less confusing. Use a 
three ring binder format that is easier 
to update.

CORLEY AND HUTSON WIN YARDAGE CROWNS 


It’s gonna be a long winter down among 
the slews and bayous of Cajun country. The 
» Lafayette, Louisiana gang hosted the 1985 
Hunter Nationals on October 5th and 6th, 
and whole bunches of Louisiana’s finest 
sons came out of the swamps, dragging 
their muskets behind them, to defend sa- 
cred soil. All that were needed were guest 
appearances by Andrew Jackson, Jean 
Lafite, and a few thousand redcoats to 
make it an instant replay of an earlier battle 
of New Orleans. 

Unlike the earlier (1814) brawl, the 1985 
replay, when the battle was over, had the 
field strewn with cajun bodies. ‘‘Furriners”’ 
had taken both yardage crowns, the grand 
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agg title, and the top five places in the 
grand. Heck, when things got rough, at the 
last minute the Cajuns even dragged Don 
Geraci out of the closet, dusted him off a 
bit, and sent him into the breech. He didn’t 
do so hot either; a characteristic he merely 
shared with many of his neighbors that 
weekend. 

To really put the cherry on top of the 
sundae, on the same weekend Louisiana 
State University (LSU) was, on its own field, 
losing to hated arch-rival Florida by a 20-0 
score. The Louisiana governor appeared 
briefly on national television on Monday 
morning, and expressed the opinion that 
“apparently we should have had LSU fire 
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the rifles, and let Hub City play Florida’. It 
didn’t seem like much of a plan in retro- 
spect, but the following weekend, against 
Auburn, Langlinais carried 23 times for over 
a hundred yards, and Marcy Lyons com- 
pleted 17 of 25 passes. The collegians lost 
a TCL match to Dunhams Bay the same 
weekend however.

1985 GULF COAST REGION 
THREE GUN VARMINT 
CHAMPIONSHIP 


The Gulf Coast Region Sporter and Light 
Varmint Championships were held at the 
Tom Ball Range near Houston, Texas on 
July 6 & 7, 1985 and the Gulf Coast Region 
Heavy Varmint Championship had pre- 
viously been held at the Crawfish Shoot in 
Lafayette, Louisiana on May 5, 1985. To 
qualify for this three gun varmint champ- 
ionship it was necessary that the shooters 
shoot in all three of these events. An av- 
erage of these aggregates was computed 
to get a three gun aggregate which is listed 
below for the top 20. As can be seen the 
aggregates were real close with Jack Heath 
beating out Louis Langlinais for the 1985 
Gulf Coast Region Three Gun Varmint 
Championship. Heath finished fourth in the 
Sporter; second in the Light Varmint; and 
thirteenth in the Heavy Varmint. However 
the Heavy Varmint was in the Crawfish 
Match where 118 of some of the best 
shooters in the nation participated. Heath 
used two rifles both chambered with his 
custom reamer labeled 6HIT. It is an im- 
proved 6PPC, using Sako .220 Russian 
brass, with the shoulder blown 0.060 for- 
ward of the standard 6PPC. The loads for 
both rifles is 29.6 grains of BR-28 powder 
with 68 grain Berger bullets. This load has 
been chronographed at 3500 fps. He uses 
Hart barrels chambered by Mike Scheltz. 
The light gun has a Stolle action and was 
stocked by Mike Scheltz and the heavy gun 
has a Hall B action and was stocked by 
Frank Wilson.
